irs. Oil former .occasions it has been my duty to point Out to yon 

•e • the dangers which overhung our country, from a wmr with 

the one of the most powerful nations of Europe, brought on us by 

np, his cupidity, envy and ambition, and wliich, in its progress, 
jks threatened the subversion of our national institutions, and 
the prostration of our,independence. 

Under a long sunshine of peace, w^c had forgottou much of 
the art of war:—Most of those, wdra in the former war, had 
; a stood the battle’s brunt, and led us to victory, were in the si¬ 
mile lent tomb. Of those who remained, age had generally iiiir 
of : nerved the vigor of early life; The generation which bad 
sprung up in the meantime, had betaken themselves to the pur- 
ct- suits of civil life. The nature of our government, whose end 
ng and object is the general happiness of the wliolc of tlie com- 

joi- munity, rendered us averse to war, and solicitous to avoid, by 

wo siny honorable means, an appeal to arms. Our forbearance 
was considered by the enemies of our institutions, as the res- 
,ljy ult of weakness in the government, and the loss by its cifP 
zensof that high sense of national honor and love of coun- 
le- which had once been our distiiigiiisliing characteristic. 

it« When at last, that appeal,was made, the eyes of the world ^ , 

were upon- ns. They considered it as the test of our national * * 
character, and the ordeal which was to prove, wdicthcr our 
governraent was capable of sustaining the shock of external 
war, aided by internal inhig^uc. That contest has tcimiinatcd.' 
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The spirit of the nation which lay dormant, not extinguished, 
was no sooner roused into action, than it burst upon tlie heads : 
of our enemies, and struck terror and consternation through 
their ranks.. The haughty grounds taken by our adversary, - 
during a period auspicious to his views, have been abandoned. > 
Terms of peace proffered by our ministers at an early period ? 
of the negotiation, were finally accepted by our enemy; but 
not until the negotiation had been spun out to see the events 
of a pending campaign, and which terminated highly honora- 
ble to the Ameriean arms. No longer is our character obscured 
by our forbearance, and our love of peace. Our brilliant suc¬ 
cesses at sea, and our splendid victories by land, have placed 
us on high ground among the nations of the earth. 

To secure this standing, and to transmit it unimpaired to 
our posterity; to avail ourselves of the experience which the 
late war has given us, by providing against those errors in 
our policy which it has pointed outj and to cherish and improve 
the blessings of peace, after the privations of war, is the du¬ 
ty of the whole American family, but more especially of its 
several legislative bodies. 

Toward the attainment of these ends: \ 

We should avail ourselves of a period of peaae, to increase i 
and improve our fortifications j our arsenals j our armories' 
and every species of military equipment. 

We should gradually increase our navy, as the increase of 
population, and the resources of the nation will permit. 

We should re-organize the militia, and consequent thereon, 
revise tl^ militia law ; and as far as practicable, prevent iu. 
future those evasions and delays, in complying with executive' 
requisitions for militia, which were so severely felt dui ing 
the last war. ^ 

In short, we should recollect that to he always prepared to re¬ 
sist aggression, is the surest method of escaping it ; and that 
in PP^ce, is the safest and cheapest time to prepare for war. 

We should extend the fostering care of government to our 
infant manufactories: 

And we should improve and extend our internal navigation 
and our highways. 

It is true, that to the national government it more propeiij 
belongs to provide fop, or give impulse to some of the mea¬ 
sures here suggested ; Cut much may be done by the state le- 
gislatures, by a frank and liberal co-operation on their part 
on subjects coimected therewith, or having an influence tlierc 
on. 

I particularly recommend to your consideration, the pro- , 



















priety of establishing a State Magazine ; and making provi¬ 
sion by law, for procuring arras, ammiimtion, camp equipage, 
&c. sufficient to meet any public emergency. 

The navigation of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, by 
Steam Boats, regularly sailing up and down those waters,-af¬ 
ford to our country, a fair prospect of receiving many of nur 
imports upon much cheaper*terins than can be obtained by 
bringing them from the ports of tlie Eastern States. Should 
this succeed, it will also ho highly advant.ageous in opening 
a direct barter of our export ])roduce for our imported goods, 
thereby saving to the State the commissions and per centages 
of the intermediate agents and mercliants employed in our 
present circuitous trade. 

The experiments which have been made by the steam boats 
on these waters, give strong assurances of ultimate success.— 
There has, however, not.been a sufficient number of tl)em in 
operation to enable me to speak with entire confidence. It is 
believed by' many, that a sufficient capital has not yet been 
employed in that line, to give the experiment a fair trial. I 
submit to the better information which the general assembly 
will possess in its collective capacity, the determination of the 
question, whether it should be left to individual enterprize to 
ascertain its utility, or whether the state should J^end its aid in 
the undertaking. 

■Whilst w'e are reaping the fruits of an honorable peace, w'e 
should bear in mind, those brave inen, who fell in the war, 
and whose valor, together with tliat of their compeers inarms, 
secured to us that peace. Many of them left wives and chil¬ 
dren who are ifcpcndenT. upon the bounty of their friends. I 
therefore,.reeommend that i)rovision be made by law for the 
support of the widows, and for the education of the children 
of the militia of this slate, who were killed or died in public 
service during the late war. 

It will also be proper for the general a.ssembly at their first 
session after the return of peace, to review the laws fixing the 
salaries of the civil list.' ©wing to the rapid increase of our 
population and to other eause.s, the duties of some of the offi¬ 
cers have been much increased, and their salaries will be found 
inadequate to the services rendered. 

No part of the seven thousand dollars appropriated by the 
act of the last session, “ to provide camp equipage for the 
troops destined for Detroit,” have been used. I was ena¬ 
bled through tho Quarter-Master Department of the general 
goverimieut, to supply what was requisite without any ad¬ 
vance from the treasury of the state. 












I Iiave also been enabled since the adjournment of the gen¬ 
eral assembly, to pay from the treasury of the state, to tho 
Bank of Kentucky, tlie sum of twenty-seven'tlioiisand dollars 
of the money borrowed from it ; and 1 liave no doubt the debt 
may bo further diminished in the course of the present ses¬ 
sion of the genei-al assembly. 

I assure you, gentlemen, tliat I shall derive great satisfac¬ 
tion, ill co-operating with yon in all your measures which may 
conduce to the welfare of my fellow-citizens. 

In it few months the time for electing a citizen to succeed 
mein administering the gbvernient will arrive. I look for¬ 
ward to that period as the termination of my public course. 
I cannot take my leave of the general assembly without cx‘- 
pressing to them the grateful sense I shall always entertain 
for the favorable light in w’hich my countrymen have viewed 
my public conduct, and offering to the divine Disposer of all 
liuinau affairsvmy devout acknowledgments for his many fa- 
Tors extended to our country, and my fervent prayers that 
His protecting arm, may long preside over its destinies.

A message from the governor by mr. Secretary Hardin : 
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Mr. Speaker, , ; 

I am directed by the governor to lay before this house, a 
message in writing. - 

And then he withdrew. 

6: The said message was then taken up and read as follows, 
^towit: 

Gentlemen of the Senate, , 

.Slid of the House of Heprcsentathies. - - 

PERMIT me at this early stage of your session, to call 
your attention to a subject of considerable interest to some of 
the citizens of Kentucky. 

During the late war, many horses were lost and killed in 
the public service belonging to the militia of this state, wliich 
it is believed the United States are in justice hound to pay for; 
particularly on the tlie campaign of 1813. The service of: 
that year was of such a nature, and the requisition from the 
commanding general of the north-western army, so sudden 
and emergent, as to render it impossible to reinforce him from 
Kentucky, in time to effect the great objects of the campaign, 
but by means of mounted volunteers.—That course was re¬ 
sorted to, and was appi’oved by the president of the United 
States. But, owing to the suddenness of the requisition ; 
the great distance to travel to the scene of action ; the extreme 
badness of the roads; the want of forage on great part of the 
way out; and the horses liaving to be kept upon bare pasture 
for more than a month without grain, many of them became 
weak, and unable to return through the deep extensive swamps 
which lay on the route home; from these and other unavoida¬ 
ble causes, considerable losses of the horses took place. 
It may be recollected t!)at it was an important.crisis of the 
war. That in the early part of the campaign of 1813, gov¬ 
ernment had assigned to the commanding general of the 
north-western army, seven thousand regular trooj)s, to make 
a descent on Canada, and reduce Malden. But these ttoops 
were to be enlisted ; and not oiie third of tliem ever joined 
him. Hence it became late, very late, before the militia were 
called for, and required the greatest possible di.spatch both 
of them and the regiment commanded by col. R, M. Joimson, 
to arrive at the scene of action in due time; as without 
this aid, the general was unable to advance against Malden, 
not even after the enemy’s fleet had been defeated and cap¬ 
tured on lake Erie. 

It may also be considered that the tour w'as performed po 









speedily, as to.render it the cheapest campaign ever attempt¬ 
ed to the same extent. And tliat great part of the time the 
army foraged 'and subsisted upon the enemy, with but little 
expense to the United States. And that the government has 
on other similar occasions, paid for losses necessarily sustain¬ 
ed to promote the prosecution of the war. } 

From these considerations, it cannot be doubted, that out 
claim for horses lost in the public service, will receive that at¬ 
tention, which it justly merits. 

I therefore, submit to you gentlemen, the propriety of for¬ 
warding to congress, a resolution from the general assembly, 
expressive of your feelings in relation to compensation for 
horses unavoidably lost on that campaign and during the war, 
by the mounted volunteers of Kentucky, as they are dcsigna-^ 
ted on the muster rolls.

I have paid into the public treasury in last year §2000. 

I liave also paid to the commissioners, for the rebuilding 
of the State House, in compliance with an appropriation of 
the last session of the legislature, authorising them to draw 
from the Penitentiary, the sum of four thousand dollars in 
articles. Si,742 20.' 

The victualling of the convicts for the last year, has a- 
monnted to gl,403 20. 

I should have been able to have manufactured a much lar¬ 
ger quantity of articles in the last year, but for the unusual 
degree of sickness among the convicts; during the summer 
and fall, at least one third of them were on the s1ek list; that 
is, from the middle of June, nntill the middle of October.— 
Not one of the convicts, during the summer, escaped a spell 
of sickness. The charges against the institution have been 
very large in the last year, in consequence of having had to 
settle a considerable amount ofaceompts tliat came under that 
head, that were contracted in the year preceding the last: 
which together with the unhealthiness of the convicts, has les¬ 
sened the profits of the institution, to a considerable amount for 
the last year. There were forty-one tonvicts in confinement, 
on the first inst.

MEMORIAL. 

The honorable the Senate and House of Representatives oj the 
United States in Congress dissembled. 

The memorial of the Legislature of the state of Kentucky, 
would respectfully call the attention of Congress, to a subject 
of considerable importance to many of our citizens, who un¬ 
fortunately lost their horses during the various campaigns 
carried on from this state, in the late war with the British & 
their savage allies; particularly on the north-western frontier, 

' where the losses sustained were peculiarly severe, owing to 
many circumstances which we will detail, and which at the 
time, demanded every sacrifice. 

The extensive wilderness, bordering upon our no.rth-wes- 
tern frontiers, every part of which was infested by a cruel and 
savage enemy, made it necessary that large bodies of mount¬ 
ed riflemen should be employed, in order to meet tjic various 
attacks of an insidious foe, and to comply with which, the 
people of the western country nevei- hesitated, or enquired 
what conipeiisatioii was to be made them. They I’elicd upon 
the justice of their country, which they believed wmuld never 
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he withheld from the soldier, who had risked his life in defencs 
of his country’s honor. ' 'J- '- 

The legislature, are aw'are of the provision made by act of 
congress for the use and risk ef horses lost by mounted men, 
pitwious to the declaration of war, and they have no doubt 
there are some cases which liave not as great claims upon the 
the government as others. Yet when the situation of tlio 
state of Kentucky is taken into consideration, it wilt he found 
that the claims of her citizens to compensation for liorses lost 
during the war, will be found not inferior to any other section 
of the union. Placed at a considerable distance from the 
scene of military operations, the calls for men by tlie govern¬ 
ment, were generally made at a time when the greatest des¬ 
patch and energy were required. 

In the summer of 1812, tiie surrender of general Hull—the 
fall of Detroit, Macinaw and Chicago, and tlie consequent 
seige of forts Wayne and Harrison, called aloud for all the 
patriotism of the state of Kentucky. 

The emergency could only be met by mounted men, who in 
a few days were found filling up the ranks of Generals Har¬ 
rison and Hopkins ; tiie remaining forts were saved, the fron¬ 
tiers protected, a savage enemy checked in his bloody career, 
and destruction and retribution carried back into his own 
country; and the various tribes of ho.stiIe Indians, Hushed 
with their recent success, were driven to seek refuge under 
the cannon of tlieir Britisli friends. 

In aid of wliich imiiortant services, the regiment of dra¬ 
goons under the command of lieutenant colonel Siinrall, tlie 
volunteer company of cajitain Smith, and the twelve months 
volunteers vvith captain Garrard, contributed tiioir full por¬ 
tion of zeal and patriotism at the battle of Mississiniwa in 
the midst of winter, besides many other important services 
wliicli lost to them many horses, lieside those killed in bat¬ 
tle 5 these are cases which riclily deserve tlie notice of a grate¬ 
ful country. 

Early in the year 1813, a regiment of mounted rillcmcn 
under tlie command of colonel Richard M. Johnson, wcro 
hurried into service, to relieve fort Meigs and protect tlio 
frontiers of the state of Ohio. This regiment was usefully 
cm])loycd and it is believed fully answered the expectation of 
tlieir country. Previous to the second investiture of fort 
Meigs, they penetrated far into tlio enemy’s country, and by 
forced marches reached that important post at a critical pe¬ 
riod, and were employed by tlie commanding general to jiro- 
cure intelligence of tire enemy’s movements near Madden, by 
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which mnajis general Harrison was enabled to cari^y on his 
operations in security. These and subsequent marches of unu 
siial celerity, had a tendency to break down and destroy ma 
ny of the best horses belonging to that corps. ■' 

Again, wlien it was found late in the month of July 1813, i", 
that the contemplated force of regular troops could not b#5'’‘ 
collected, and thc-commanding general of the north-western|j , 
army was compelled to call upon the governor of Kentucky w- V 
for an additional militia force. ■''j 

The lateness of the season, the necessity of the times, the j 
importance of the service required, as well as the critical pe- -. [■ 
riod which had arrived, in which the hopes of a desponding i| 
country were to be rcr.-'izcd, or again blasted, all combined to I 
point out to the executive of this state, that mounted men 
could alone meet the approaching crisis, and render that scr- [ 

vice, so loudly called for by every friend to his coinitry._ ■ 

"With these views, it is well known that between three and : 
four thousand mounted men, rallied round the standard of 
their country, which had been unfurled by the venerable : 
Shelby, many ot whom had to travel between two and three 
hundred miles before they reached the point of rendezvous. 1 
With these troops, without delaying a single day unnecessarily J 
the governor ol Kentucky moved on to the liead-quarters of 
the north-western army, where his arrival was as critical as j 
it was important, and alisoliitely necessary to meet the view's 
of general Harrison. Forced marches were required and 
])e! formed; our citizens did not linger on the road, or suffer ' 
their spirits to be depressed, for many after losing their hor-^ 
ses by fatigue, would keep up w illi the army on foot to the as-^ 
toiiishmeut as w’ell as pride of their country and fellow sol¬ 
diers. 

M'e cannot avoid further stating to your honorable body, 
tliat in order Jto take advantage of commodore Perry’s suc¬ 
cess on Lake Lrie, and carry tlie w'ar into the enemy’s coun¬ 
try, it was necessary to leave the horses of the troops enelos- 
cd in the peninsula (orined by tlie Sandusky hay and Portage 
river, where they subsisted in nature’s pasture upw'ards of 
one montli, which much reduced them, and consequently pro-, 
dneed many serious and unavoidable losses on the home- j 
waid march, as a sufficiency of forage could not be procur- ’ 
ed at that place. An imjiortant victory was gained, and the i 
most sanguine anticipations of tiic government realized.— 

And will the nation on the return oj -peace refuse to remune¬ 
rate our citizens, many of whom are poor, and some of whom j m 
have lost their only horse ? Wc trust not ! and therefore oar- K 
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ncstly solicit the attention of Congress to tins subject, which 
though of small moment to the ^natioai at large, yet is im- 
ijortant to individuals. 

VVe would also include the cases of horses lost during the 
fall ISli, under major P. Dudley, who served with general 
M'Arthur in upper Canada, who wc believe rendered impor¬ 
tant services to our country in cutting off the supplies of the 
enemy, an^ wliich would have been most seterely felt by them 
in ease another campaign had opened in that quarter. 

We tlicrefore most seriously request, that the eases of lost 
horses alluded to^in tins memorial, be attended to, and that our 
citizens be fully compensated as far as the Justice of tlieir 
several cases niay require ; and for the purpose of bringing 
this subject before congress, be it 

Resolved, By the General Assembly of the commonwealth 
of Kentucky, that the governor of this state be requested to 
transmit a copy of the loi'egoing memorial, to each of our 
senators and representatives in Congress, with a request that 
tlmy immediately lay tiic same before that body, and tliat they' 
iise’tlicir best inliueni'.e to liave the same complied witli, as 
soon as the natorc of tlie case will admit. 

Mr. P'lournoy, from the select committee to whom wms re¬ 
ferred “a bill "for the relief of William Reddick, f.)rmcr 
sheriff of Cami)bcll comity’*' reported tlic same witli an amend¬ 
ment, which being twice read, was concurred in.

The general assembly of the eommonweaUh of Kentuc¬ 
ky have taken into consideration propositions from the states 
of Connecticut and Massachusetts, for amending the consti¬ 
tution of the United States submitted to tliis legislature; to¬ 
gether w'ith certain resolutions adopted by the states of !Ne\v- 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania respectively, rejecting 
the said proposed amendments, viz. 

« First. Representatives and direct taxes shall be appor¬ 
tioned amongtlie several States which may be included w’ithin 
this Union, according to their respective, number of free 
persons, including those bound to serve for a term ot years, 
and excluding Indians not taxed, and all othei- persons. 

Second. No new State shall be admitted into tiie Union by 
Congress, in virtue of the power granted by the Constitution, 
without the concurrence of two thirds ol botli hoiises. 

Third. Congrc.ss shall not have power, to lay any embargo 
on the ships or vessels of tlic citizens ot the United States, 
ill the ports or harbors thereof, lor more than sixty days. 

Fourth. Congress sliall not have power without the con¬ 
currence of two tliirds of both Houses, to interdict tlie com- 





















mercial intercourse between the United States and any for- | 
eign nation^ or the dependencies -thereof. 

Fijtlu Congress shall not make or declare war, or author¬ 
ise acts of hostility against any foreign nation, without the 
concurrence of two thirds of both houses, except such act? 
ef hostility be in defence of the territories of the United 
States, when actually invaded. 

Sixth. No person who shall hereafter be naturalized, shall 
be eligible as a member of the Senate or House of Kepreseu- 
tatives of the United States, nor capable of holding any civil 
office under the authority of the United States. 

The same person shall not be elected President of 
the United States a second time, nor shall the President be ; 
elected from the same state two terms in succession. I

Sir— I have the honor to address you by Parry \V. Hum¬ 
phreys, esq. who is appointed a commissioner by virtue of an 
act of the legislature of the state of Tennessee, passed at their 
last session, for the purpose of obtaining the consent of the 
legislature of Kentucky to the establishment of Walker’s line 
as the permanent boundary line between the two states. 

To this proposition it is earnestly hoi)cd that the legislature 
of Kentucky will feel no opposition, more parl icuiarly when 
it is taken into view that Walker’s line has always been es¬ 
timated by tlic citizens of this state, and perliajjs by those of 
Kentucky, as the only chartered boundary; and in conse¬ 
quence of tliis acknowledged fact, the counties bordering on 
that line have always been laid out in strict conformity. And 
the claim of jurisdiction as to all tlie purposes of civil goverur- 
ment, has notbeen varied. 

In viewing the subject in all its hearings, I feel no hesita¬ 
tion in saying, that if the legislature of Kentucky should feel 
disposed to meet the views of tiic legislature of Tennessee, 
that such joint act would perpetuate tlie now existing harmo¬ 
ny which has always subsisted between the citizens of both 
states. And that circumstance alone, I view as one of vital 
importance at the present auspicious i)eriod ; when tlie cha¬ 
racter of both states have arisen to the proudest summit of 
glory, without personal envy or heart burnings against each 
other.

To establish and confirm the boundary line between the 
state of Kentucky and this state. Whereas some difficulty 
has existed between the state of Kentucky and this state re 
snecting the boundary between them; and whereas it is cs 
sential to the harmony and interest of both states that the 
lino commonly called Walker’s line, heretofore considered and 
acted on as the boundary between them, should be established 
as the boundary between the two states ; therefore, 

(S 1. Be it enacted hy the general assemUy of the state oj 
Tennessee, That the line commonly called Walker’s line be, 
and the same is hereby established and confirmed as the true 
boundary between the state, of Kentucky and this state. ^ 

S 2. Be it further enacted. That all entries and grants 
■which may have been made or issued for lands on the south 
side of said line at any time before the fir.stday of November, 
one thousand eight hundred and filteen, cither under the au¬ 
thority of the state of Kentucky or of this state, be and the, 
same are here hereby established and confirmed to the claim¬ 
ants under such enti ies and grants respectively according to 
the priority of the dates of said entries and grants. x\iid 
where entries maj have •been made under the authority of the 
state of Kentucky,-grants may be issued thereon by said state 
in the same manner, as it the land lay', within said state of

line ; and confirming the titles obtained under the authority 
of this state or Kentucky, for land on the north side of said 
line according to the priority of tlieir dates as provided for 
by this act; and to ap])oint a commissioner on the part of 
said state, to aet with tlie commissioner on the part of this 
state, in running and marking said line.

tively necessarily engai^ed in business prescribed by this act, 
to be paid by either of the treasurers of this state ; the coup 
missioncr on the certificate of tliB governor of his appoint¬ 
ment, and the number of days he may liave been engaged ;

Jlr. Speaker laid before the house a letter from the Secre- 
fary of State containing the information recpiired of him by a 
vesolntion of this house, accompanied by sundry documents 
relative to the boundary line between tjiis state and the state 
of Tennessee: and tlie’reading thereof being.dispensed with, 
the said letter and documents were referred to a committee of 
the whole house, on the stale of,the commonwealth j and 
which are as follows, viz. 

SECRETARY’S OFFICE, 

January 5, 1816. 

The IIorMe the Sjyeaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

SIR—I was this morning furnished with the resolution ot 
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the House of Representatives, rcqsiesting ihe to furnisli the 
house wHh any documents or other information in tliis ofliee, 
relating to the adjustment of tlie dispute between this coin- 
monwealth and the state of Tennessee, of the boundary line 
between said states, and of tlie geograpliicai position of the 
lino eomniorily called Walker’s line. 

In complying with the resolution, it may be proper to pre¬ 
mise, tliat the legislature of Virginia by an act approved on 
the 7th day of DcWtnher IZPl, while Kentucky was a part of 
that state, cstablishcd^the line commonly called Walker’s line 
as the boundary between that state and North Carolina, (see 
1 Bradford edition laws of Kentucky 210, also Virginia re¬ 
vised code of 1802, page 5i.) This law, in its preamble re¬ 
cites, that the general asscniblj' of Virginia had received of¬ 
ficial information, that tlie legislature of North Carolina bad 
resolved to establish W'^alkor's line. 

At what time tliis act of the legislature of North Carolina 
passed,! am not enabled to say| but prior to the passage of the 
law of Virginia above referred to, (lie state of North Caro¬ 
lina had ceded the country now foi-mingtlie state of Tennes¬ 
see both as to sovereignty and soil to the United States; and 
the cession had been accepted i»y Congress on the 2nd day of 
April, 1790, (see l vol. laws U. S. page 92.) 

As the law of Virginia purports only to establish a boun- 
(inry between it and the state of North Carolina, it has hcre-- 
toforc been considered by the government of Kentucky, as 
having no influence on the boundary of that part of Virgin¬ 
ia which then bordered on a territory of the United States. 
It is belicTcd that the states ofVirgiiiia and Tennessee have 

Uniformly pul tiie same construetion on this law, which the 

government of this state has done ; as it is well known that 
the boundary line of Vii'ginia and Tennesse has been adjust¬ 
ed by running a new lino since Tennessee became a state, re¬ 
gardless of the law of Virginia above referred to. 

The logislatiirc of this state on tlie l i.th day of December, 
ISOl,passed a law antliorising the appointment ot commis¬ 
sioners as sqou as similar arrangemeiits were-made by tlie* 
state of Tennesseo, to run and mark llic bmsndaiy line be¬ 
tween the two states, agreeable to the chartered limits of the 
statcof.A^irginia and North Carolina, (sec aclsuf 1801, page 
16, 2 Litt. 43i-.) 

IV hat communications, or whether any passed between ihc; 
executives of the two states, in pursuance of this law'. I am 
not enabled to state ; The law was however repealed the 
next year, (see acts of 1802, page 162, 3 Litt. page 80.) 
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On the 3(1 November, 1803, the legislature of Tennessee 
passed a law for ascertaining and running this line, similar 
ill its provisions to those of the law of Kentucky of 1801, 
whicli was repealed in 1802. This law was communicated 
by the governor of Tennessee to the governor of Kentucky, 
by letter under date of the 19th of November, 1803. 

Another letter was received by the governor of this state 
from the governor of Tennessee, dated the 26th November, 
1811, covering a resolution of the general assembly of that 
state, authorising the appointment by the governor of Ten¬ 
nessee of commissioners to act under his instructions, in ad- 
iusting said line. 

By an act of the general assembly of Kentucky, approved 
4th February, 1812, the governor of Kentucky was author¬ 
ized to appoint commissioners to meet the commissioners to 
be appointed on the part of the state of Tennessee, and to run 
the line according to its true position, as recognized by the 
constitutions of Nortii Carolina and Tennessee ; and in 
case of a failure on the part of the state of Tennessee to co. 
operate in the the measures; the commissioners to be ap¬ 
pointed on the part (d this slate were empowered to run and 
mark the line, unless forbidden by the executive of the state 
of Tennessee, (sec acts 1811, page 188,4 Litt. page SS8.) 

A copy of this law was by the governor of Kentucky com¬ 
municated to the governor of Tennessee hy an official letter 
nnderdate of the 31st March, 1812, accompanied by a pri¬ 
vate letter expressive of the views of tlic goTcrnor of Ken¬ 
tucky, and desiring to be nolilied whether commissioners 
would be appointed on tlio part of the state of 'I'cnnessee to 
run tlic line.; and whetlier in tlic events coutemplated in that 
law, the commissioners on the ])artof this state would be per¬ 
mitted to make their observation and mark a line according 
therewith. 

The receipt of those letter.s were acknowledged : But the 
executive of tliis state docs notajipear to liavc received notice 
that commissioners would lie appointed on tlic part of the 
state of Tennessee, or that our eommis.sioners would be per¬ 
mitted to run the line according to the above mentioned law. 
No commissioners were therefore appointed hy this govern¬ 
ment under that law. _ • 

In the latter part of the year 1812, the executive of thi.s 
state received from the executive of the state of Tennessee a 
letter under date of the 20th November, 1812, covering a 
law of that state of the 2lst of IJctobcr of that year, declar¬ 
ing Walker’s lino to be the boundary line of that state,so far as 
















the same had been run, and authorizing the appoiutraent of 
curaraissioners to adjust and estabiisli such parts of said line 

as had not been run and marked, &c. 

At the sueccediug session ot the general assembly of this 
state, a law was passed directing the governor of this state 
to communicate to the executive and legislature of Tennes¬ 
see, in substance, a determination on the part of this state 
to adhere to the principles of the law, approved 4.th Februa¬ 
ry, 1812, and respectfully to solicit.frora them a recognition 
of those principles and the adoption of measures to carry it 
into effect, (sec act of 1812, page 93.) ' 

A copy of this law was by the governor of this state, com¬ 
municated to the governor of the state of Tennessee,in a letter 
dated the SOth March, 1813. 

No answer was received to this letter. 

The respective laws of the two states on this subject con¬ 
tain various provisions relative to the titles to la.tuls iield by 
individuals, under the authority of either state, and border¬ 
ing on or near the disputed boundary', which can only be un¬ 
derstood by a reference to those laws. 

The communications made to the. governor by Mr. Hum¬ 
phreys, as a commissioner on the part ot the state of Tennes¬ 
see,during this session,and w’hich arc already betore the house, 
are the only remaining documents belonging to this office 
which Ihave been able to find, relating to the first branch of 
the resolution of the house of representatives. 

It is proper how'cver to remark, that the destruction of the 
printed law's of the states of North .Carolina and Tennessee, 
in the conflagration of tlie capital in 1813, ami the loss of 
some of the papers belonging to this office in that disaster, have 
no doubt deprived us of some information, and must eonse- 
(^uently render this eoniinnnication.less satisfactoiy than it 
otherwise miglit have been'. 

In relation to tlic second branch of the enquiry made by 
the house of representatives, it appears that in .December, 
1806, Col. Arthur Campbell of Virginia, communicated to 
the governor of this state, the cojiy of a certificate or state¬ 
ment of Capt. Meriwether Lewis, then of the United States’ 
army, and on his return from his tour to the Pacific,^ of the 
result of ids observations and calculations made on alkei s 
line at Walling’s, about two miles fropi Cumberland Gap on 
the 2.3d November, 1806. These observations wore taken 
with the instruments he .had on that tour. ^ ^ 

By Copt. Lewis’ observations, Walker’s hue was at tnat 
point nine miles and one thou.saud and . seventy-seven yards 
























North of the parallel of North latitude 36 degrees thirty 
iiiimitcs. ' 

The original certificate of Capt. Lewis Tvas afterwards 
forwarded to this office by Col. Campbell. 

Since this subject has been before the general assembly of 
this state, Col. Joseph Crockett through his son, forwarded 
to this office a copy of a survey and report, made by George 
AValkerand Robert Alexander, esqrs. under an order of the 
United States circuit court for this district, in a suit therein 
depending between Col. Crockett, jilaintiff, and Col. Shelby 
and others of the state of Tennessee, defendants. This suit 
is fora tract of land, the southern boundary of which is near 
two miles south of Walkerksline. 

By the report of those gentlemen, made in pui;suanee of 
the order of court, it appears that t lie whole of tlic land in 
contest lies North of 36 SO North laiitude. 

'J'heir leport does not, however, state,what is tb'e distance 
according to their observation, fi'oin that parallel of latitude 
to Walker’s line. 

I submit berewitli the original documents from wdiich this 
coinmuiiieation has been extracted, as the short notice 1 have 
l eecived has prevented my having them copied ; and respect¬ 
fully submit to the bouse of representatives the propriety of 
returning them to this office, when the house shall have acted 
bn the subject.

WHEREAS doubts exist relative to the position of the bounda¬ 
ry line between this state and the state of Kentucky : Therefore 
it is expedient that the line between the states aforesaid should be 
ascertained and established. 

Sec. 1st. Be it enacted by the general assembly of the state of 
Tennessee, That the governor of this state be authorized and re- 
ijuired, as soon as he is infor/ned that a commissioner or commis¬ 
sioners are appointed on the part of the state of Kentucky, to ap¬ 
point one commissioner, who shall also be a mathematician, to meet 
such commissioner or commissioners, and' with him or them to 
settle and remove all doubts upon the subject aforesaid, by run¬ 
ning and marking the line between the states aforesaid', agreeable 
to the chartered limits of the state of Virginia and North Carolina; 
and the commissioner so appointed shall have power to einploy^ a 
surveyor and two markers to extend and identify the aforesaid 
line. 

Sec. 2d. Be it enacted, That the commissioner so appointed 
shall receive the sum of four dollars per day for every day necesr 
sarily engaged in running said line, and the like sum tor every 
tvveiity-iive miles travelling to the place where the line is to com¬ 
mence, and returning from the place where the line terminates. 
And the surveyor shall receive the sum of two dollars and fifty 
cents for each and every day he shall attend in running said line, 
and the like sUin for every twenty-five miles in travelling to and 
from the same. And each' marker employed as aforesaid, shall 
receive the sum of one dollar and twenty-five cents for each and 
every day’s attendance, and the like sum for every twenty-five 
miles travelling to and from the line aforesaid. 

And it shall be the duty of the commissioner aforesaid to make 
report of the proceedings to the governor, as soon as said line is 
completed, and certify to the governor the number of days they 
shall have been employed in running said line, and the miles they 
shall have travelled in going to and returning from the same, and 
also the attendance and travelling of the surveyor so employed as 
aforesaid, and likewise the attendance and travelling of themark- 
ers employed as aforesaid. Which certificate shall be sworn to 
and subscribed before some judge or justice of the peace and cer¬ 
tified by him, which report and certificate the governor shall lay 
before the next general assembly; and if the proceedings aforesaui 
shall be approved by this state and also by the state of Kentucky, 
the line so run and marked shall be the line forever between the 
said States, unless altered by mutual consent. 

■ Sec. 3d. Beitcnacted, That if any lands claimed under titles 
derived from the state of Kentucky, shall he found on running (he 
flaiJlinetobc within the limits of this state, all such claims shall 
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BO soon as a similar and reciprocal law be passed by the legislature 
of the state of Kentucky, on behalf of persons claiming lands 
lying within the said state, under titles derived from this state or 
the state of North Carolina, since the year 177T, be as valid as if 
derived from this state or the state ot North Carolina since the 
year 1777. 

Sec. 4th. Be it ejiacted, That the sum of three hundred dollars 
is hereby appropriated, for the purpose of carying into effect the 
extension of the aforesaid line, which shall be paid into the hands 
of the commissioner appointed as aforesaid, upon a warrant drawn 
by the governor on the treasury. 

Sec. 5th. Be it enacted, That the governor, as soon as may be, 
shall transmit a copy of this act to the executive of the state of 
Kentucky, with a request that he lay the same before the general 
assenihlj of that state, at their next meeting.

SIR, 

' Under thi.s date and accompanying this, you will re¬ 
ceive from me an official letter inclosing the copy of an act of 
the last session of the legislature of this state, respecting (he 
appointment of comini.ssioners for tiic purpose of running 
and marking the boundary line hetweeu this state and the 
state of Tennessee. The final adjustment and running of 
this line, appears to me to bean object Inghlydesirablc to both 
states on many accounts. It will tend to quiet controvei’sy, 
which ought at all times to bo avoided between members of 
the same great federal family ; and it ought never to be for¬ 
gotten, fliat our streTigth as a people consists in our union : 
And it will moreover indicate to each state, the soil over which 
it may lawfully claim sovereignty, and the persons over 
which each ra.ay legitimately claim Jurisdiction. Nor is it 
of slight consideration, that individual.s, citizens of either 
state, may from such ascertainment of tha limits of each,- 
know correctly the foundation of their land tides. To quiet 
llic honest and fair cluim.s of individuals tolands which might 
have !)een mistaketily supposed to have been included within the 
limits of the, one state or the other, ought to be an object of 
n!iiicahle policy^ as it certuinly is of Justice between the two 
states. For it should be regarded ns the. misfoi'tnhe, and not 
the fault of such claimants, that this line has not been bcrc- 
tofoi’e correctly run, and plainly marked. 

To form, however, the basis of any adjustment between 
tjie two states, admitting, which may he jmssilde (although I 
say this without authority,) tliis state should feel disposed to 
yield something of her Just and cliartcred limits, in the spii'- 
it of ae.conimodatiori, and to prevent great inconvenience to a 
3isterstate:ilhas iippeared to ourlegislatureproper,tiiat the true 
pnsiti(!n of nnr southern boundary line, which is mentioned in 
the copy nfthc act referred to,should first be distinctly a.seer- 
tained. For witlioiit this, should there even be a disposition 


to yield something, it eeuld not be known what was accorded, 
or what retained, if the snbjcet were di.sputed. A situation 
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in wliich the representatives of tlie people of this state* woulil 
not probably, willingly place themselves. You will perceive 
by the provision in the act inentioried, a prudent precaution 
against any collision with the proper and constituted ■ author¬ 
ities of the state of Tennessee, by making the running and 
marking of this line, by the commissioners of this state* depen¬ 
dant upon the pleasure of the executive of yours, in ease of any 
disagreement between your commissioners and those to be ap¬ 
pointed on thi) part (if this state ; and this too will claim from 
the state of Tennessee a just appreciation, of the friendly 
views which influenced the state of Kentucky, iri inestrng 
her overtures for the final adjustment of the boundary line 
between the two states. When also, it is considered* that 
our commissioners are autliorizcd to confer witii those of 
your state, as to the most eligible mode of quieting the claims 
of. the citizens of either state, adjacent to this line, wliich 
might otherwise be affected by its correction. 

I have beeirthus unoflicially frank and explicit, with a view 
to ah object which will materially effect the course I shall feel 
it my duty to adopt on tliis occasion. It will at: once occur 
to you to bo a useless ti'ouble and expence to appoint com¬ 
missioners for the purpose contemplated in the act, to make 
the necessary preparations, and be provided with a surveyor,, 
chain carries, markers, &c. and after proceeding to tlie 
point of operation,for tliem to be superceded in their jirogrcss 
by a notification to that effect, from the executive of your 
state. Tliis might tend to produce unnecessary irritation 
here, and could ansvver no one good effect. I wish therefore, 
to bo advised by you, wbelber the commissioners to be ap¬ 
pointed on the part of this state, will in case of the events 
contemplated by that instrument, he permitted to proceed to 
nm and mark the line according to their observations of the 
true points of latitude, as therein stated, so that at least the 
iiilormation necessary to any final adjustment of this subject, 
may be had by our legislature. Should your answer be fa¬ 
vorable, so soon as the necessary instruments can be obtained, 

I shall inform you of the appointment of ibe commissioners 
for this state, and of the time they will be ready to proceed in 
the discharge of the trust confided to them.

SIR, 

In compliance with the above request, I have the honor to 
solicit your attention to the subject of the above recited copy 
of tile resolution of our assembly ; and I will also respectfully 
observe that the attainment of such a road as is contemplated, 
to be well opened, and to be put under proper regulation, 
whereby to be kept in repair, as well as to be permitted to 
have necessary accommodation afforded thereon, by white per¬ 
sons, for the safety, couvenieuee and comfort of travellers, 
would ])roduce benefits incalculably great, whieli would be 
felt botli in East and^West Tennessee to a very desirable ex¬ 
tent, but particularly experienced by those who are, or may 
be settled w\ the countiM' bordering on the river Tennessee; 
and it would moreover be found to be a useful road to the peor 
pie of this state, Kentucky, Madison county, Georgia, North 
mid South-Carolina, in tlieir intercourse with each other. ' 
The following is the substance ofinformation obtained from 
several respectable men who have examined a route for a 
waggon road from Maryville to Augusta, to pass over the 
Unacoi mountin. by Uig Cowcej thence to the boatabie wa¬ 
ter on tlie Tuguloo river, a branch of Savannah—say from

They state, and I rely on the statement, that it is practica- 
1 blc to make a good market waggon road on the above men¬ 

tioned route—the distance wliieh would be saved on it, com¬ 
pared to tlie present, from Knoxville to Aogastii, going and 
returning, is at least one hundred and sixty miles, an object ■ 
of great importance in different'points of view; it should bo 
the I’otite for the contemplated road—the distance from the 
settlements in East Tennessee to boatabie wafer on Tuguloo.

ives the Indians are few in nuniber, very ])oor, and very much 

jim. scattered in their settlements-^! am informed they are willing; 
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a road should go through their country—they are too poor 
and indolent either to make the road, or to keep it in repair, 
or to provide for the necessary comfort of travellers—tliis ob, 
ject should be accomplished in one of two ways, eitlier by an 
appropriation of money by the general government, or be left 
to tlie exertions of individuals, or of a company j to open and 
keep it in repair would require labor and expence 5 it had best 
he opened and kept up &e. by a company, as they would Jive 
on and attend to it. 

I am of opinion that a company would be formed immo-, 
diately, who would open a road in such manner, that a four - 
iiorse team shoild can^ from 25 to 30 hundred weiglit, from 
the settlements in East Tennessee, to Tuguloo,- provided, the 
genei'al government would secure to them by a treaty with the 
Cherokees, the following privileges : A turnpike road to con¬ 
tinue for t\venty-fi.ve years, and to be authorized to collect a 
toll, on each four wheel carriage of—, on each two wheel car,, 
riage—, man and horse—, on each led horse—, for each liead 
of cattle—, for each hog or sheep—, the toll to be reasonable 
on each ; this road would cross the Tennessee river, where, 
a considerable part of the year I presume the river will he 
fordable j at the time of high water it would be necessary 
there should he a ferry—at the ferry the company should be 
permitted to receive, when the river is not fordable, one half 
the rates of toll allowed at the turnpike ; and they should al- ■ 
Sq be permitted to establish about four bouses of entertain¬ 
ment for travellers, with a privilege of cultivating as miicli 
ground as would furnish grain, hay and fodder for each house 
during the time. 

The principal difficulty in making a good road would be 
the mountain, a distance, say 20 miles, which would have ta 
be dug; no rock in the way. 

The course of the present route from this to Augusta, 
through the Cherokee country, is S. W. nearly one hundred 
miles, to Connasauga; thence it turns E. of S. E. and is 
al least 300 niiles, crossing several ferries; it is a turnpike 
road, kept by tndians, generally in bad prder, and many abuses 
practiced by them on travellers. 

The latitude at the head of bpatable w'ater on TuguJoo, is 
ah about 34 : 35-at Maryville, 35 : 30 :—and at Knoxville, 
35 : 40 there is, not more than a degree of latitude between 
the settlements in East Tennessee, and the liead of boatalk 
water on Tuguloo river. I have full coiilidencetliat the jiresi- 
dent will order and direct that a road on the befoi'e inention-. 
ed route sliall be opened, or permitted to be opened withouj 










delay, for the convenience and acconiinoilafion of the people 
here, who liave the acknowledged l ight to use, and to have 
roads by the nearest routes leading to the ocean, so that they 
may go and return with their produce and mereliandize. 

I am told that boats with heavy goods, can at most seasons 
of the year descend the Tennessee from Cowee to Teliico, 
■which is 60 miles ; below Tcllieo, the navigation is good.— 
The difference in the freight on goods from Baltimore to Sa¬ 
vannah and Augusta, and the carriage from tlicre here, when 
c'oinpared to the jn'esent cxperiees on tr;;nsportation in the 
now common w’ay, wmiild be considerably less, to say iiotliing 
of the great saving of time now consumed in going to and 
from market ,• the nearest and best routes we can have fur 
roads to the ocean, and the most advantageous streams to ns, 
leading from Tennessee to the ocean, would be such as take 
their direction towards Georgia and Mobile, jiassing through 
the country occupied by the Indians, nciuc of whom, except 
a few of the lower Creeks,are unwilling to our iiaving the use 
of roads, and of the water courses leading to those places ; 
the Clierfjkees and Uiiper Creeks, are, as I believe, anxious 
(hat we should have the use of ways by laud and by water 
from this to Mobile ; and frnia West Tennessee to that place, 
I have not heard of an objection made by Indians. 

It may not be amiss (o remark that if the navigation of 
the Tennessee was improved at the Muscle Shoals, wliich it 
is believed might be done at a trifling expciiee, benefits w’ould 
be cx[)erience.d by all tiiose who are settled on tiie Tennessee 
between the shoals and the Mississippi ; the impediments to 
tliu navigation at the Shoals, are cnnsidcrcil to be large sheets 
of loose rucks, whieli being removed, would afford a channel 
deep, smooth and safe. The navigation of the' Tennessee 
rirer, is I believe, secured by the treaty of Ilolston, held at 
this place in 1791, which would obviate any olijection tlie In¬ 
dians might make against our improving the bed of tliat riv¬ 
er j though if it was not secured by ti'caty, it is unnecessary 
to use arguments to shew that the United States are eufilled 
to exercise tlie privilege of navigating rivers within the lim¬ 
its, and under the jurisdiction of the United States, and also 
of improving'the beds of them; it is a natural light wliieii 
may he exercised by the government at will—I should be 
gratified to find that right exercised in navigating, and in 
improving the navigation of the rivers leading from Tennes 
see to Mobile, 

The president has ordered tliat one road should be opened 
from Tennessee river to Fort Studdart, to begin at tlie head 


























ol’the Muscle Slioals, ■wliich the United States’ troops ai‘e 
now opening, to serve as a military road from one garrison 
to anotln i', and to afford the people of Tennessee a more con¬ 
venient r!)iite to the Ocean, for tl»c transportation of their 
produce and merchandize; and it is understood, tliat it is 
contemplated to open anotiieji' road, to lead from some point 
liig'irr up 'rcuuessce river, to Fort Stoddart, which 1 liojie 
may Soon be opened for the convenience of the people of East 
I'enncssCe, who are extremely desirous to enterprize in a 
trade witii hlobile. 

it is known to you, that although one road from Tennessee 
to Mobile would be useful, yet it would not promote the inter¬ 
est or convenieuce of the people of East and West Tennessee 
ill any tolerable degree, because, if they must travel from ei¬ 
ther end of the state to get into a road beginning at a ])oint 
any where near to the centre between the extremes, the ridg¬ 
es and mountains near that centre would be so much in tlie 
way, that the convenience of neither would be promoted in a 
desirable degree. Again, any one road from this to Mobile, 
v/ould go too far from the Alabama and Tombigy rivers, and 
tlicir trihutarj'navigable watei's, to be the most desirable to 
IIS, as the free and unmolested use of those streams would be 
to us of the utmost importance ; the use of one of those riv¬ 
ers is to afford heiiefttsto upwards of one liundred tlioiisand 
people, and tlic other to a larger number, now settled in this 
state, aiid tiicy unanimously ask for such accomodation as the 
use of tleise roads and rivers would afford them. 

Iilabiiii is ah.iut a S. W, course from Knoxville, and a S. 
W. course from Nashville ; liow far it would be proper to 
have ro ids. varying from those courses, you can very well 
dctoriiiiiie, your knowledge of the latitude of Mobile, of Knox¬ 
ville, and of Nashville, will give you an idea of the distance 
from each of (lie latter points to Mobile. 

Tiic most eligible and desirable navigable routs from East 
Tennessee to Mobile, requiring the shortest portage between 
the’ waters of that river and Tennessee, would be down Ten¬ 
nessee to the inoiitli of Iligliwassee, lip Highwassee to the 
mouth of Amoi, and up it fifteen miles ; thence across to the 
nearest hoatahle ivatcr of Cohnasaiig.i, distant nine miles ;

Tire most eiigi'de and desirable navigable routes for the 
presentqi'ipulatiou of West Tennessee, and which could not 















fit tiny future period be altered for the better for them, would 
be to start from a point on the Tennessee, at or near to the 
head of the Muscle Slioals; thence to the Black Wariaor, 
distant forty miles, wlicre it is said to be as large as Elk riv¬ 
er, at Fort Hampton ; thence down it, to its junction with the 
Tombigbee,about one hundred miles above Fort St. Stepiieii.s. 
Or again, from tliat point on the Tennessee, pursuing tiienee 
the rout as marked out by captain Gaities, from the liead (T 
the Shoals, to the Cotton-Gin-Port on Tombigbec, a disUatce 
of eighty seven miles. 

Tlie navigation of Tombigbee from the Gin-Port to Tihl.y 
river, which is the boundary between the Chickasaws and the 
Choctaws, is good for batteaux about ball tlie year; from T ib- 
by td St. Stephens very good, except in tiie driest season ; 
the navigation of Black Warrior, I presume is as good as 
that of Elk river. 

1 am informed there is a main leading valley the whole 
way from Fort St. Stephens to Tennessee river, coming to 
the river between Cumberland and Lookout mountains, at dr 
near to the Suck ; the distance from thence to tlie Coosa I 
know not ; a road and ferry there would be very useful to a 
great number of the people of K-critiieky, wdiose interest is 
would be, to trade to Mobile. 

I expressed tiic foregoing ideas on the subject of roads^and 
navigation, in ray letter to general Hampton, ol tlie 30th Sep¬ 
tember last, in answ'cr to his of the 19fh August, which com¬ 
municated to me the pleasing information tliat ilie presioenf; 
had ordered that a road should be ojieiied without delay from 
the vicinity of the Muscle Shoals, to Fort Stoddart, the ob¬ 
ject of which was, to open a commimieation between the wa¬ 
ters of the.Tciinesseee and those of the Mobile, for the joint 
purpose of affording aecoiiiniodation to the inhabitants of 
Tennessee, and to tlie public at large. _ 

If the much desired roads and navigation from East and 
West Tennesse to Mobile, should be granted to us, 1 w'ouhl 
respectfully sugijest, iliut ])i'ovision tor.keepiug tiicm in guod

peoplerfrom Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio and the territories 
below, of necessity travel, is in bad order ; it probably has 
not been repaired since it was first opened, say for some 





























years ; most roads are nndcr some regulation j wliy should 
not tliat bo well regulated ? It liaS been obtained by stipu¬ 
lation between tlie general government and the Indians. Abu- 
ses jiractiscd on travellers on that road by Indians should be 
checked, if the laws of the United States were enforced there, 
and the Indians made to pay far damages by them done, and 
to answer for abuses, it would put a clieck to them—white 
people should be permitted to erect ami kee]) houses of enter-, 
tainment on that road for the accoinmadation of those who 
really need better than they now get on it; many travellers 
get sick, and actually die tlierc, merely for the want of better 
accommodation than the Indians can afford—a turnpike com¬ 
pany authorised to collect toll, .and bound to kcc|i that road in 
good repair, and permitted to keep houses of entertainment 
thereon, would remedy the evils complained of. 

To have a road from Clarksville to the mouth of Duck riv¬ 
er, thenee to Chickasaw Big Town, thence to unite with the 
present Natchez road, has been an object formally years, and 
is still one with those who travel from Ohio, the territories 
below it. from the lower jiui t of Kentucky and of Tennessee, 
to Natciiez and Orleans, and back, who now have to use the 
present circuitous route—it has been applied for annually for 
years past : when tbe iuiiiortance of sucii a road is taken in¬ 
to view, it seems wonderful it has not been granted. 

The propriety of an exchange of lands with the Indians 
who have claims within tliis state, is so self-evident, that rea¬ 
soning on that sub ject is useless—if it was. dune, it would bet¬ 
ter the condition of the. Uuited States, of tins state, and of the 
Iitdiaiis—with the first it is an object to add strength to this 
section of the union, an’d to have the aiinuaj ex|ieuces in tiie 
Indian department less'ened—with the second it is important 
to esU'ud settlement to tiic Mississippi, and with the Indians 
jdeiity of game to he near to them, must lie ecjiiaily an object: 
Tor my ideas on this suhjert. I refer you to my letters of the 
.Sd -lune, and 6th December, 1810—of the 2:1 and 30tli Janu-^ 
ary, and 2Vtli April, 1811, addressiHl to the Secretary of the 
war depaj’tmcnt,. and to the delegation in congress from this 
state, ali vviiieh letters they received. 

The. salubrity of our climate, authorises the expectation: 
tliat the inhabilants of Tennessee will be favored witli long 
life, and a knowledge of their eliaraetcr and liabits induce a 
belief of their industry; which, added to the fertility of our 
soil, and tlio common desire felt to iiii|irove our natural ad¬ 
vantages in a Jaudahlo way, shews the f)ro)>riety of our hav¬ 
ing as iniuiy outlets for our redundancies, through the ncarr 














cst ways leading to the ocean, as can well be olitained, so that 
the great business of community may be carried on with spir¬ 
it and cntcrprize,‘ oh a liberal plan. 

As this letter is pretty long, and may miscarry,which would 
lender it proper to forward to you a duplicate, and perliaps a 
triplicate for the same reason, you will excuse my addressing 
you hy printetl letter; my fondness for writing is not great, al¬ 
though I do much of it.

I wrote you from Cumberland gap, about a week ago, 
inclosing a communication to your executive. Since, 1 have 
read the land law of the state of Tennessee, passed Septem¬ 
ber last ; in wliieli the lands to be surveyed, are jiorticiicd out 
into six disii-icts ; four of which I believe, arc on tlie west 
side of Cumberland mountain j and the exju ession used for 
tiie part bordering on Eentiicky, “ the noilh boundary of the 
state,” one othei' district, by the Virginia line on the 
north.” I enquired of one of the legislative body, why the 
(iisliiietion ? lie observed, that it was expected tlie north 
boundary of Tennessee, would he the same parallel of the 
late established line of Virginia. 

This so ill accords with tl)c astronomical observations of 
caplain M. Lewis, and tlse eotnpaet of Kentucky with Vir¬ 
ginia, that it may be worth wiiile for your legislature, to 
take notice ot the act of I'cnnessee before they adjourn, as 
the surveyors of this state have hegiiii to perfonii the duties 
designated for them j of course, there may be apjtropriated 
upwards of ten miles of. the territory of Kentucky, alotig the 
southern boundary thereof.

Your state being most interested in tlie tliseovery made by' 
captain M. Lewis of its true southern limits, I now send you 
for the use of your government, the original certificate in the 
band writing of the captain. 

Lately 1 have been'informed that commissioners of the 
states of South and Nortli Carolina met last winter, and was 
in a fair way of adjusting the boundary in an amicable man¬ 
ner. 

A respectable gentleman in Tennessee lately assented to an 
observaiioiT, that it would he to the interest of his state to 
loose the nine miles on the northern side, because the same 
distance would be gained off the Mississippi territory, as it 
was well known, tliat the lands on that side, would be of 
much greater value, both from its local situation and a grea¬ 
ter proportion being fit for cultivation ; for by the constitu¬ 
tion of N. Carolina, they could only claim from latitude 35* 
north to 36* ,?J'. Another rcinark he attached some inipor- 
tanee to, that nine miles of latitude on their northern side, 
would free a considerable jmrtion of inhabitants troni pain¬ 
ful apprehensions, on account of the claim of Granville’s 
heirs, now before the court of the U. States ; of course would 
make a change of the present line a popular measure. 

I suppose j'ou have heard, that last yea)’, there was an hos¬ 
tile attach made hy the militia of Buncomb county, on the in¬ 
habitants of Warren, lately erected by thelegislatureof Geor¬ 
gia ; because,- said the ofiicer that commanded, you have in¬ 
vaded our charter limits, by forming a county north of the 
S3* of fatitnde. ’Flir-legislature of N. Carolina sanctioned 
the violent removal of the inhabitants, by passing an act to 
pay their militia, although there was no previous order.oi 
the executive, ordering tiioin into aetua! service. The land 
law of the state of Tennessee passed last session, will show, 
lliat delay in establisiiing the soiitliern boundary ol Kentuc¬ 
ky, may give the former'state an opportunity to survey and 
sell a considerable territory, really ihc right of the latter j 
of course may bring about evils not at present foreseen.

latitude So* 38'12" 1-10; if, therefore, tiie charters of the states 
of North Carolina and Virginia call for a parallel of latitude 
at 36* .30' N. as a boundary between them, the line of Walk¬ 
er is nine miles and 1077 yards north of its proper position.

i observe bv the journals of your legislature, that a bill is 
under deliberation, to appoint commissioners to ascertain the 
southern boundary of the state of Kentucky. 

It may not have been communicated to your excellency, 
that as captain M. Lewis returned from his travels to the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean, that ho halted two days near this place, on one of 
which ho was requested to make celestial observations, with 
his astronomical instruments, in order to find the true latitude 
of the Virginia, or as it is commonly called Walker’s line, 
run in 1779. The captain witli his usual complaisance ac¬ 
ceded to the request, and made the usual observations and 
calculations, by whieh it appeared, that the line run in 177» 
was several miles too far north. 

Mr, Lewis was good enough to make out a wTitten eertin- 
cate of his observations, and delivered it to me ; a copy of 
which, I soon after forwarded to your predecessor. Whether 
this document has been before the committee that prepared tlie 
bill, Iknow not, but you will judge winstlier it may be use¬ 
ful to the commissioner you may appoint, to ascertain the lat¬ 
itude of 36* 30' when ho meets the commissioner from the 
state of Tennessee. 

We may attach some importance to the certificate, because 
I sent another copy to Bishop Madison, in Villiamshurg, in 
M'der that he might examine the subject, and make his new 
Map of Virginia correspond with the true latitude. I he 
Bishop wrote me in answer, “ that he believed the present 
■onthern boundary of Virginia was north of the true latitude, 
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by observations lie bad made in Montgomery county J but 
that his map for sometime, was in the hands ot the engraver, 
and tliat it was too late to make alterations.” 

The charters of Virginia and North Carolina ami the 
constitutions of both states, call for latitude 36° oO' inaking 
North Carolina and 'rennessce,.one,degree and a ball in ex¬ 
tent from south to north within tliesc limits, and these only 
liave their governments JurLsdietion : of course it captain 
l,cwis and Bisliop jMadison arc correct, the Icnnessee gov¬ 
ernment is invading the rights ot a sister statcy and intring- 

ing the provisions of tire constitntiou of the U, States ^ which 
ali her officers arc solemny bound to support. 

If the commissioner you may appoint, needs an active roan 
for ti surveyor in extending the line, I will consider it as an 
obligation, to mention my son JamesH.Campbc.il, who has 
been in the practice of surveying for sometime past.

Tiie grants which issued on surveys transmitted from Vir- 
giiii i are recorded in sixteen v'oltiinos, with an alphabet new 
and in good order. Your committee sind the records of nii- 
litarv warrants in two volumes, with alphabets ne\v and in 
go,id order. A list of treasury warrants, tiie record of pre- 
clnplion Wcirraiits, and volume ol warrants under tiie jiro- 
elamation of 176.1 ;■ the two latter iiavc alphabets and all in 
g> id order. '{\vo.volumes of commissioners’ books, much 
inutilated by use. but have lately been neatly transcribed in 
two volumes. They beg loave to recommend that the llcgis- 
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ter be directed to compare the transcripts witlj the original, 
and hare an alphabet completed for the same, and that a com¬ 
pensation be allowed therefor^ The committee find the ori- 
rinal record book of surveys from Lincoln coUnty, lodged in 
the Register’s office, not bound nor in a situation to be bound. 

The sale books of non-residents land for the year 1800-t-2 
and i, liave a general alphabet entirely new and in good or¬ 
der.

Tlie surveys upon head rigid claims arc registered in 
3 volumes, with alpliabefa in good order. The original platts 
&c, filed in hnudlcs neatly tied up,10,782 of wliicii arc record¬ 
ed in 11 volumes, in good order ; grunts i.ssued on them i-c- 
corded in 18 volumes,' ulphabeted aiid all in good ordcK Land 
ivarrant.s issued by this state, surveys and gi ants on tlie same, 
wc find ill three voliiinrsj in good order, and one volume iii 
which tliose surveys have been registered in like order—one 
volume of surveys under tlie proclamation of 1703>with a new 
alphabet, both in good order. 

.Two volumes of comniissioriers’ books of 1796, and three 
volumes of 1798, in good order, one of which is newly trans¬ 
cribed. Anderson’s and Croghau’s books ol entries, witli 4 
alphabets^ in good order. The copy of Lincoln entries tians- 
niitted to the Register’s office, in bad order, and the trans¬ 
cript is represented to the committee as being iiicoriect. 
May’s entries transcribed iii five volumes, in good order ; to 
tlie.se are two aljiliabels on an improved idan, entirely new 
and ill good order. One voluiiie ot txree.n s deputy register 
of surveys, made previous to 1792, .we tiiid in tolerable or¬ 
der. One volume of relinqiiisbnients in good order. A list 
of Kentucky land warrants in one volume, a record of tlii^ 
.same in one volume, and surveys returned by virtue tliereot, 
registered in one volume,(under the late law lor appropi i.tiing 
the vacant lauds of this cunimoriwealth,no grants yet due,) ail 
ill good order. Three volumes in whie.li e.ivcats have been 
recorded, in good order. . 

The original surveys transmitted fi om N irginia, were so 
mutilated iiy removal, time and use,tluii. niiiiiy of lliein wsie 
hardly legible, and in many imstaiices a rcrereiiee to the grants 

wliichissnedthereon, became necessary to supidy the iiinliihu 
t'ons. Tiiese surveys, togotlier with all the assignments, tue 
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Register has caused to ho-transcrihed iu conformity to the acf 
of 1808. They arc comprised in eleven large folio voluniessi 
and the record of these is now completed. 

The work is executed in a manner which does credit to 
the present Register of the land olfice. The platts are neatly 
executed ; the certificates of survey, and tlic assignments 
are recorded in a strong hand, with ntargiiTal notes, showing 
for whom the ‘surveys w’ere made, the assignments, date of 
grant, &c. T/ie labor of transcribing them has been attend¬ 
ed with great expense to the Register, requiring the employ¬ 
ment of clerks especially for t ourpose, and owing to tlie 
mutilations aforesaid, the cler. could progress but Slowly. 
These surveys were of the first importance to the preserva¬ 
tion and irivcstigalion of land titles in this state. These evi¬ 
dences of title were rapidly decaying. By the great labor 
and indefatigable industry of the Register, they have been re¬ 
newed and preserved from oblivion. 

The importance of tlie Work and the manner in which it 
has been cxceuted,entitles the llegister(in the opinion of your 
eommiftce) to thetlianksof the legislature, and to a just and 
liberal eompensation. 

Your eominiitce further recommend that the Register be 
autliorized to compare the transcript With the original, and 
to make out a conudete index to the wliole of those volumes, 
and that a compensation therefor, be allowed him to be paid 
when the Avork is finished. 0343 surveys, 900 of which 
have been paid for—see ai)propriatioTi act of last session.

The joint committee appointed to examine the Auditor’s of¬ 
fice, have discharged that duty, and have found all Warrants 
and other entries from the tenth day of November 1814, to 
the tenth day of NovembcrlSlS, correctly and fairly made 
and Supported by proper legal voueliers; a correct state¬ 
ment of which is submitted to the legislature in the Auditor’s 
rejiort. 

Upon the subject of the Green river debt, your committee 
would remark, that it is comprised in four large volumes, made 
out as directed by the act dividing the debt into twelve ccpial 
annual installments ; which books fioin long use, and the 
many changes which Itave been made in the mode of transact¬ 
ing the business by the different laws rognlatiiig the debt and 
indulging the debtors, have become so mutiiated, and the mar¬ 
gins so filled up with notes, that the interest'of the common¬ 
wealth, a5 well as the security of individuals, requires that tlio 
same should be transcribed and new modelled, .so as to suit the 
existing laws; it will however be a work of mueb labor, and 
your eonimitteo would not iinjiose it on the Auditor, without 
making him a compensation for it. They therefore recom¬ 
mend the jiassoge of a law directing it, and making a comjien- 
sation pi’ojiorlioncd to the. work, to he paid upon the order of 
the governor when tlic same shall be completed.. 
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The keeper of the Penitentiary house lias, agreeable to the 
act of the last session of the legislature, made monthly reports 
to the Auditor of the situation of that institution. They ap¬ 
pear however to he exact transcripts from his books, and af¬ 
ford no clieck whatever upon the institution j they recommend 
a change in the law upon that subject, as in its present shape 
it imposes much labour upon both oflicers without answering 
any good purpo^^e,

Tlie said objections were then taken up and read as fol. 
lows, to-wit: 

Gentlemen of the house of representatives, 

I return to you tlie bill entitled “ an act for the relief of 
Samuel Searcy ami llie heirs of Charles Searcy, deceased ; 
because I consider it a plain violation of the constitution. 

Tlie bill anthorizes and reqnii'es a certain William M*Cord, 
to convey to Samuel Searcy the right of the infant heirs of 
Lharles Searcy toalotofland,which it recites thesaid Charles 
Searcy exchanged in his life time with the said Samuel Sear¬ 
cy for another tract therein referred to. 

Whether an exchange was or was not made, and if made, 
whether it was made with that fairness which is valid and 
buiding on the parties, is a question w hieh is proper for a court 
ot justice to decide, and if determined in favor of the com¬ 
plainant a court of chancery can decree fully and complete 
specific relief. i 

The experience of every day shows that this siibiect »pro-- 
perly belonp” to the jmVicinry. 

It is believed that every court of chancery of the stat6. 














now have suits depending in them for the specific perforraanc# 
of contracts. ..r 

If the suhJeGt “ properly belongs”, to the judiciary, the con-^ 
stitution expressly proltibits tlie legislature from the exercise 
of the power ; Foi', after dividing the power of the govern- 
nient into three distinct departments, the legislative, tlie exec¬ 
utive and tliejudiciary, it in the second section of the first ar¬ 
ticle declares, tliat “ No person or collection of persons, be¬ 
ing of one of those departments, shall exercise any power 
properly belonging to either of the otiiers ; except in the in¬ 
stances tlierein after expressly directed or permitted.” 

If this eontract he one that a court of chancery would not 
sustain, after a full hearing of both parties, then surely, we 
ought not to intermeddle with it. 

if the subject were one jmoper for legislative interference, 

I am wholly uninformed as to the facts of the case, and there¬ 
fore, ought not blindly to sanction an act, which for ought I 
know may prejudice the infants. 

. While on this subject, permit me to remai-k, that the prac¬ 
tice of the genei'al assembly, in legislating on private rights, 
instead of providing general laws w'here .inconveniences ex¬ 
ist, is a serious evil ; it is increasing. And it opens a door 
for improper practices by the private and exparte representa¬ 
tions of interested, designing persons.

Your committee fed satisfied with 
this reply, when they recollect that no provision is made by 












law, to ascertain tlie resulenec of tlie stockholders j nor de 
they see any necessity of preserving an account thereof ; an 
account that must be difficult and subject to frequent variations. 

The amount of the, greatest sum that ever has been loan¬ 
ed by the Bank of Kentucky to an individual or individuals 
at any one time, your committee lias ascertained to bo 
g 60,000 from the mother Bank. ‘No information is obtained 
as to the sums loaned by the" Branches.. An enqiiirj' Luto the 
matter has never been made by the directory of the mother 
Bank. 

The answer to the remaining enquiry, will be found in tba 
residue of this report and tlie aecoiwpanying doeuments. 

The amount of stock subscribed and tlic places where, un¬ 
der the act of one tlioiisand eight hundred and fifteen, will bo 
seen by exhibit B, attending this report. liie net profits 
and capital of the Bank, and each of its Branches, will fully 
appear by reference to the accompanying documents, marked 
A and C, which arc I’cfcrcd to aS part of this report. The 
amount of state capital, the only remaining enquiry, is three 
huadred and ninety four thousand eight hundred dollars. " 

After this esainination. and enquiry, ill whieli an answer 
to every question relative to tnc Bank, has been freely afford¬ 
ed by the officers of the institution, your committee do not 
hesitate to declare tliat they are satisfied the institution has 
been judiciously managed. 

The quantity of notes iu circulation arc small compared 
with the capital. This policy as your coinniittee are 
informed and believe has been adopted tlirough caution, lest 
a momentary shock should be experienced, in case the hour 
should arrive, wheii thc Bank could with yi;opricty I'csunic her 
specie payments. ■ Tliis restraint of jiapcr your cominittexj 
think is sufficiently, if not unnecessarily cautious. 

It has been officially corammiieated to us that the Bank 
abounds in specie in every department, and your committee 
feel no hesitation in believing that the Bank could with safety 
resuiiic tlie payment of sjiecie at tliis period, was the circu¬ 
lation of it confined to this state. For the notes w liieh ap¬ 
pear to he in circulation, and the amount of specie in the vaults 
of the institution, would in ordinary times of specie pay¬ 
ments by the Bank, authorize the circulation of a greater 
amount in paper, than is now out with safety. The ability 
of tlie Bank, therefore, to pay specie cannot be doubted. But 
the scarcity of specie in the Atlantic states,'and the great de¬ 
mand there fur it, together with the high jiremiums given 
for it, render it unwise in the opiaion of your comiuittca 














iii;(]cr snch circumstances, for the Bank instantaneously to 
I’esiune her specie payments. For the evident consequence 
of siielra state of tilings would be that tiie sjiecie would' be 
drained from the state and deposited in the vaults of eastern' 
banks, or transfered to foreign countries to answer the no\y 
pressing demands of commerce. 

= Your committee, tlicrerore, recommend to the legislature 
the adoption of the following resolution, viz. 

liesolved. As the opinion of this legislature, that the solven¬ 
cy of the Bank, affords tlic strongest evidence that its paper 
will he redeemed, and that it furnishes a safe, and convenient 
circulating medium.

r will take tlic liberty of observing on the foregoing state¬ 
ment tliat no accuVate inferenee can be drawn from it with 
respect to the profits of banking stock employed in any parti¬ 
cular establishment for the following reasons: 1st,The expcnces 
of the differcivt institutions arc not all borne by theniselves ; 
the paper issued by the whole establishment, is furnished 
at the cxpcnce of the Bunk of Kentucky. 2d, The balances 
due by, different portions of the establishment to. other parts 
of it arc frequently large and continue due for a considerable 
time, and these operate as a dimunition of the capital of the 
creditor Bank, and an increase of tliatof the debtor. These 
balances ai'e found to fluctuate,* yet to tlie bank of Kentucky 
and probably to some of the Branches, balances are almost 
uniformly due from other parts of the institution: For the last 
year, this balance to tlie bank of Kentucky amounts to 
about ^50,000.

they became convinced tliat no correct or even tolerable set' 
tlement of those accounts can now be made : The want of 
original entries, vouchers and papers, and of a system by 
wliieli the several accounts could be checked or substantiated, 
has involved the whole in a labyrinth too diflicult for the com¬ 
missioners to unravel, and atthc present day, perhaps imprac¬ 
ticable for any other person to adjust. Nor is tiie law pass¬ 
ed at the last session of the legislature, to regidate the Peni¬ 
tentiary, calculated to produce the benefits expected from it. 
Without intending any reflection upon the integrity of the 
present keeper, the commissioners would beg leave to suggest 
that it doth appear to them, totally inconsistent with the priu- 
ple applied to all other public oflicei’s, to leave him without a 
check. lie is, by that law, at liberty to report what he pleases, 
without a voucher of any description being ref|iiired, and the 
auditor is merely directed to register or record what he 
chooses to report, without power to compel a settlement, or 
to require proof of the correctness of wliat is submitted to 
him. In short, upon an examination of the several existing 
laws relative to the accounts of the Penitentiary, they eanimt 
discover any adequate elii-ck upon the application of its I'lmds; 
nor in their opinion, lias the public interest therein any other 
security than what results from the discretion and honesty of 
those to whom tlie maiiagonicnt is committed. Believing that 
this coidd not have been the intention of the legislature, and 
conceiving that it is not only reasonable, hut proper that pub¬ 
lic oflicers, especially those who liave the disbursment of largo 
sums of money, slioiiM he lield to render a satifactory ac¬ 
count of the application thereof; tiie undersigned beg leave 
to recommend an early revision of tlio several acts in force 
relative to the Penitentiary. Also t!ie passage of an act con¬ 
taining such cheeks and provisions, as shall henceforth secure 
to the use of tlic state, the profits arising from tlio said insti¬ 
tution.

A letter was addressed by the chairman of the committee 
to the chairman and hoard of trustees of tiiat institution, 
which drew fortli the response retiiVned with this report for 
the inspection of the house ; which letter and response are in 
the following words, and made a part hereof ; 

Before the committee a delegation of the board has ap-' 
pcared and answered the enquiries propounded to them. On 
the order of the committee the record hooks have been pro¬ 
duced and cxaininedj and witnesses named by one of the pro¬ 
fessors have given information on the subject of enquiry. 
Other members of the board were summoned, wlio did not at¬ 
tend, so that your committee can assure the liouse, that they ^ 
liave heard testimony from one side, viz. That of a majority 
of the board alone, and on this they predicate the facts and 
opinions here suggested. Tliey repeat, that they have had be¬ 
fore them the evidence of one side only, for with regret they 
discover that division and party feelings exist in the board. 
During former years, while the institutioii was in its infant 
state, like the country in which it is situated, it promised fair 
to become the scat of science, and hojies were entertained that 
it would tower above other Seminaries of the western eouii-_ 
Icy. ’Till this period its funds have increased with,the popu¬ 
lation and wealth of the state. I’ts present annual revenue, 
exclusive of the contingent fund of tuition, is about 3100 
dollars ; and the funds now existing, if properly managed, 
cannot fail to ensure a much larger sum. But the character 
of the institution, and number of students, have lately sunk 
more rapidly than its \vealth lias risen. At this time, in the 
language of the hoard, “its standing is lo\v, very low !” Its 
nuniher of students arc small, compared with that of foi'nier 
years, and is composed ehiedy of children, while rival institu¬ 
tions, on private cstahlishnient, to tlic number of two at least, 
exist in the same town, (one of tlicsc of considerable magni¬ 
tude.) filled witli youth of more mature age .extorting from 
employer’s a price for tuition about trijdo tho price demanded 
in the University, eclipse, the govcrmental School. To the 
causes ofthis decline, your committee have directed their atten¬ 
tion, and are not satisfied with those assigned in the reply 
of the hoard. The reduction of the institution by the late 
war, and increased prices of hoarding, your committee view 
as partial only. O^her institutions dependant on private 
eoimtenaiicc and pnlilie opinion alone, iiaving in view the 
.same olijects, flourish in the same jdace, the war and high pri¬ 
ces of hoarding notwithstanding. A more serious difliciilt 
(siuso exists: an ulcer, cancerous in its nature,which if not 
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tUorouglily probed and soundly healed, will >iot only'vitiate, 
but totally consume the system. The board is divided. Their 
efforts are not united in favor of one set of men or measures. 
So marked is this division on their records, that in Legis¬ 
lative order, their names appear on their records by yeas 
and nays ; so that eacii party may bear their respective por¬ 
tions of responsibility, tu the division, your committee dis¬ 
covers nearly a uniform number of members composing a ma¬ 
jority, classed by character on one particular side of polities 
and religious sentiment. The minority is respectable, and 
composed of gentlemen of characters at least equal to tliose 
of tlie majority, and possessing a large share of public confi¬ 
dence, In this division, religion and polities which divide 
the world, your committee believe, have an iniiuehtial opera¬ 
tion. Here j'ourceminittec would not be understood to mean, 
tliat any member of either the majority or minority, is irre¬ 
ligious j or tliat any of the inemhers wisli to favor the ap¬ 
pointment of irreligious professors, or arc willing to intro¬ 
duce into the institution infidels or atiieists.' ' Such a course 
your eoramittee helicve would be as much detested by both 
parties, as it can be byyour committee. But they do not 
hesitate to assert, that in tiie majority of the board, there has 
grown up too strong a predilection for a principal and profes¬ 
sors of a peculiar and uniform sectarian principles. iMo per¬ 
manent President has been appointed for a j)eriod of eight or 
nine years.- Huriug tirat long period, a gentleman lias filled 
the chair by appointment pro tempore, alilio’ the board is now 
able to ensure a salary of upwards of tiOOO dollars j a sum, 
in the opinion of your ominittee, sufficient to command talents 
of the first order. This failure to find an individual capable 
of drawing public confidence to the institution, and reviving 
its deeayoil condition, is an error. 

Last spring Doet. Romayne, of Wew York, was appointed 
President 5 he declined accepting it as the hoard alledge. 
Hometime after, Doet. Holly, «f Boston, was eiiosen. Both 
of these appointments seem to have been made without pre¬ 
viously consulting the appointees. A committee of the board 
was directed to correspond with Doet. Holly, and solicit his 
acceptance. Before the committee had performed their duty, 
aboard was convened, and the authority of tliat commit ee 
suspended j not because the capacity or talents of Doctor 
Holly were doubted, liis moral conduct rcproachable, or his 
clu'iscian deportment called in i(uestion, but merely because 
it was reported that he had adopted some sentiments formerly 
entertained by tlie celebrated orator Priestly, whicii did not 
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exactly quadrate witlr Calvanistie orthodoxy. Tliia dccisiot? 
ill favor oi sectarian tenets, your committee cannot admire. 

The board appears to regret what they are pleased to term 
unwarrantable attacks on their principal, by written publica¬ 
tions, and verbal assertions, and assign this as one of the 
causes of the decline of the institution. These attacks your 
committee arc sensible iiave been made, but whether justly 
or not, they will not undertake to determine. It is certain 
that gentleman did not possess t!ic undivided confidence of the 
public when last aiipoiiited. Of lliis tlie minority of the board 
appear to have beeir sensible, and tendered a resolution decla¬ 
ring it inexpedient again to aitpojrit him as professor. Tliis 
resolution was laid on the table by the inajority witliout any 
direct determiiiatiuii, and the same gentleman immediately 
appointed professor for live years. This drew forth a pro¬ 
test from the minority, calculated still more to weaken tlie 
tottering jitiblie confidence tlien reposed in that reverend pro¬ 
fessor. Since that ]iei-iod the duties of President have been 

again assigned and are now exercised by that gentleman__ 

Your committee cannot close their report, without alledgiiig 
that the politics tauglvt in the institution have not been pure. 
Dislike to our own govcniinciit or its acts, have been discov¬ 
ered by, the faculty in the presence of the students, even to ir- 
ratability. The British constitution has been represented as 
])ossessed of beauty and exeencnce. This beauty and excel¬ 
lence has been pourtrayed and rccominendcd blithe students in 
lectures and dissertations ; while our own structure of govern¬ 
ment was wholly neglected. With tliatof Britain was never 
once, ill the hearing of the witnesses, our own constitution 
contrasted, or its siqicr-cxcelloncc made the topic of discus¬ 
sion. I.a?ssons of this nature impressed on the youthful mind, 
your committee eoneei.ve have a fatal tendency. The youtli of 
the day arc the hoiw of the entering age, and the future des¬ 
tinies of the nation must be wielded by the boys of the pres¬ 
ent time. Their minds, therefore, ought to be kept pure and 
uneontaminatod by harangues ami dis^Ttaiioiis delivered with 
ju'ceeptive authority, which lead them to admire the political 
dogmas ot toreigiicrs, more than our own. liour eomiHittee 
liave turned their eye to the remedy for these evils ; and tliev 
have been led to recommend not only a reduction of the board 
in iinmhcr, hut a new appointment of members, and that the 
term of service be sliortoiied to two years, and tiiat future 
elections of members be made by the legislature, Tiiov there¬ 
fore recommend to tlie house the iidoptioii of the fo’ilowuig 
resolution, tb-wit; 

















Rtsolvcd, Tiiat a law to pass appo'iKting new tnis- 

tees in the Ti-ansylvania Uiiivorsity, to liolil tlicir odlccs lor, 
two years, and tliat biennial eleetions to supply the board 
shall be made by a joint vote of both brandies of the general 
assembly. .

Tlic board of trustees presiding over liic jjMere^ts of 
this University, hasten to comply with .tliose demands for in.-. 
formation m'ade'by' that committee, of syIucIi ynii arc diair- 


















iiuin. The members of tliis board cannot be supposed to be 
if'iioraut of any thing important in that tissue of circumstan¬ 
ces which has at length summoned the attention of the Legis¬ 
lature of their country to the affairs of this institution ; and 
occasioned those enquiries to which they are now to answer. 
The board may thereinre be excused the use of their liberty, 
in saying that it is with no tranquil sentiments they hail an 
occurrence, which in imposing upon themselves the other¬ 
wise ungracious and unpopular task of rendering to the confi 
inittec, and through them to the Legislature and the commu-'^ 
nity at large, an account of their administration, yields a 
favorable opportunity of recommending to the notice of eve¬ 
ryWise and patriotic citizen, interests which have been here¬ 
tofore too much overlooked ; and of dragging into the view, 
and liolding up for the reprobation of the public, combina¬ 
tions and acts whicli under circumstances less imperative,, 
the board could not feel tbemsclvcs justified in exposing- 
"Wlien the earlier and more active members of the board, 
as now constituted, came into office, they found tlie resour¬ 
ces of the institution in a most deplorable state. It was said 
indeed to be rich in lands, but those lands were generally ?,| 
oflitfle comparative value, and for the most part totally or ' 
nearly unproduetivc. A tract in the vicinity of Lexington 
had been leased in lefts of about one hundred ai rcs, for a term 
of three lives, at rates of from five to ten dollars each, paya¬ 
ble partly in produce. These rents constituted the perma-. 
nent income of the institution, whicli did not exceed three',: 
hundred dollars per year. In process of time, it was discov-, 
cred that the occiijiiers of this tract had made such havoc of 
the tijr.bcr as to reduce matcrirJiy the value of tlie land ; and 
having moreover in many instances parted with their rights f 
to persons whom the board could not render accountable, it ; 
was held expedient to dispose of tliem' ^nd all otiier land- 
belonging to the institution, on as good tcrnni.as possible, .ainj 
to vest the proceeds in Bank Stock. Accordingly a commit- I 
tee consisting of Messrs. James Trotter and Alexander Par- I 
kcr. was forthwith appointed to sale pf the property, 

and 1 lie latter gentleman was moreover authorized to vest 
the proceeds as above. - 

Those gentlemciT have succeeded in making sale of tlic 
whole of M’Kinzey’s tract, (three thousand acres) on Har-, 
rod’s creek, and nearly the whole of Collins’s survey, (also 
three thousand acres,) on terras highly satisractoiy to liie 
boar,d.-. A)ct of these two surveys, Messrs. Parker aird Trot-., 
t«r Lave made sales to an amount, oiit of which, there has. 














been already riinded nearly thirty thousand dollars, thorchv 
obtaining in the Kentucky Insurance Company and Bankof 
Kentucky, three Jiiindred shares. Tiic balance still due the 
institution on account of these sales, does not exceed seven, 
or at most eight thousand dollars, as appears hy the accounts 
rendered half yearly by Mr. .Parker. In addition to these 
incuns^ the nistitutiou chunks a tract on Green rivxi'j of six 
thousand acres, hut of uncertain value. It has also a claim 
on a tract of land known hy tlie name of M’lvec’s survey 
the greater part ol which tlie committee had conditionally 
so d, when suit was eomineneed a.gainst them on account of 
Hoiijl. Henry Clay, in behalf of the assignees of 
MK.ce. ^

From this statement it will appear that the actual iueome- 
ot the seminary Innn its permanent resources does not exceed 
three thousand dollars per annum ; and that if the hoard 
should succeed in p.arting with the residue of the imimoduc- 
tlie property, they cannot still upon t!io most flattering esti- 
m^e, calculated upon an advance of above 2000 dollars more. 

Thoir account of the number of students attendant in the 
Lnivcrsity and «{ the eollateral aid arisin.g from theiriiay., 
mentsin consideration ot the instriietion received, cannot of 
course be so accurate as that whieli the hoard have been ena¬ 
bled to (urnish in the case above stated; 

hen.the Revd. Hariy Toulmin was cliosen to preside on 
tlie ground ot the strong reeommemlation furnisi.ed him bv^ 
Mr. Jelfersmi, the seminary was attended at firat bv about r’o 
students. Doubts and. uneasiness having arisen in relation 
to that .gentleman’s principles, their members w'ere reduced 
at the end of the second year to about forty, and at (he expi¬ 
ration of the third they were still further diminished to ten : 
upon.wli^h event Mr. Totdmin was induced to rcsi.gu the 
n**"/'* . uf subsequent years, llic number 

fluctuated between thirty and forty, ’till at length a union of 
nie Iransylvania Seminary with the Kentucky Aeademv ha- 
vin£he^u formed, and the institution created bv law a'Uni- 
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Tci'sitv, the Revel. Mr. Riythc was cl.oscn fo preside over ifie 
iiitcrests ; aud Ilcvd. R. II. Rishop and Mr. E. Sharp were 
elected proiossni’s.. Mr. Blythe was iiioreovcr deputed to tlie 
; eastern states for the purpose of soliciting aid to the still ve- 
rv feeble funds of the institution : and such were the perse- 
verance and success of that gcntletneiv lltat a sulTicicncy was 
obtained for tiic ptircliase of pliilosophieal aj>paratus, and a 
great proportion of tlie existing library. I'ront that period to 
the coininenccinent of tlie late W'ar, tlie nuinhcr ot students 
was rarclv/ if ever under fifty. From these data an estimate 
maybe readily formed of the iiieidentid income of the sem¬ 
inary, arising’from the payments inade by students. During ■ 
the war, ami untii the session eommeiieing in April last, the 
number of students fluctuated between trfrt.v two and forty 
ciglit, as appears by the returns made out for the inspection 
of tiie board at the end of tlie several sessions. Tlie students 
latterly attendant on the Transylvania University amounted 
to no more than forty two. 

Sucli. sii-. is a full, and it is believed a faithful account of 
the present state of the Transylvania University, so far as re- j 
latcs to the genera! aspect of its resources and external situ- [ 
ation ; of its internal arrangements the board submit tlie fol- !: 
lowing brief account: The Rev. doctor Blythe is authorised 
by ilie board to exercise the powers and snpcrintcndancc of a 
pi incipal, till such time as a president can be obtained. He 
is also professor of the mathematical sciences, algebra and 
f modern geograpliy.

; of the University ought in a very great degree to comport 

i with the ability and fidelity displayed by tbese gentlemen , 

I scverallv in the execution of their trust, tlie board leel tliem- | 

, selves called on to declare what is their own opinion, as well | 

' as to make known the ojiinion of the jmblic, on these impdr- ; 

taut subjeets. It is aUiimlantly well kno-wn, that when the two^ 
l! latter gentlemen Were first appointed to their seats, the ac-' 

claniations of tlie jiiiblic were loud in jiraise of the apjiiont- 
roent. From that honr to this,'the members of the bo^rd , 
Lave liad every op])ortu!nty to judge of tiic manner jo-whTch 
the public expectation lias hern met by thciii,,_Tl!e.’b()ard will 
only say, tliat hitherto they have discovered no reason to rc- 
CTCt or’altcr (Iicse ajfliointments. Doctor Blythc ihas filled 
ibe mathcraatierd chair for more than fifteen years j his first, 














and some of his subsequent appointments, gave univei'sul sa- 
tisfaction. 

1 htj uiLii who now S6t thcinscJvfis dccitlGtlly ap*ainst hiJDa 
then gave their warm support. Whetiier it is, tliat his pre¬ 
sent opposers have in this long space of time, acqiprc>l a 
more ripe and discriminating judgment, or whether Doctor 
Blythe’s abilities to fill the chair, liavc actually been deterio¬ 
rated by fifteen years of diligent and well directed applica¬ 
tion to the sciences of his department, is a iiroblem, whieh 
the board will not undertake to solve. They will, however, 
undertake to say, that the complaint of want of ability in 
any of the professors, is quite a modern thing ; an idea that 
they lack diligence, has never yet been staried. 

It inay bo proper moreover to state, that whatever he 
the opinions- afloat nixm this subject, the public examinations 
ot the classes have, the board believe, given universal satis¬ 
faction to gentlemen ot science, who liave seen proper to, at¬ 
tend them ; and they have been attended by persons of liiis 
order, who were inhabitants of various states, and graduates 
of diftbrent colleges. But, perhaps, a better test of the jus, 
tico of the public decision on this subject, is to be found in 
tiioclaims advanced, and promise given, by thestudents of this 
Lniversity who have now entered upon public life, than jn 

aiiv genci'ul speenlations, or a priori reasonings whatever__ 

()1 such youth, there arc many in the state of keiitueky j let’ 
their ])orforrua!ices speak fur themselves and for tlicir uluits 
mutir. 

Upon these few general remarks, the hoard will rest tlic 
issue, when in answer to your enquiry relative to tiio s-tand- 
mg” of this institution ; they undertake to say that its actiia! 
stamling is as tarr and tlaticring, as coidd of riglit l,e exjH^ct- 
ed ot any seminary possessing as lew jiroiossors and lalioiir,- 
nig under but lialf the quantum of ditliciilth's, and discour¬ 
agements. Tliey do not, liowover, undertake to say, that sne!.- 
is its standing in public estimation. On the contrary, w c tclL 
you, that it by its <• standing,” you mean the, degree, in which 
It stands .approved in public estiination it is low—very Inwa 
1 be hoard have hinted tliat this is not owing to any defeec 
aitiier in the capacity or industry of the faculty wim diri-ctit. 

It is. incumhent-on them now to state to you to what it ac¬ 
tually is owing. The celebriiy of a seminary will always 
be created either by the niimbers of its students which attract 
the public gaze, and of coarse the public conlideiicc ; or by' 
the Celebrity of its teachers ; or by the acknowledge,! ac-

manners have been formed witliin its s'/iuis. . . 

The numbers attendant on the Transylvania Umre^ity 
never have been great. It would be rather a prodigy it they 
should be very great in a country so young as our S. Cut the 
trustees have been compelled so far to bead their mcasui-es to 
the opinions and habits ant! wishes ot I he country, that l.io 
numbers have always been nmeh smaller, tiian tlicy would 
.have been, had students in attendance, submitted to a dillercnt 

In other seminaries of learning, the classes are so,arranged 
as to compel the attendance of every student lor three or four 
years after he may have completed tliestudy of the languages, 
The result is, that the same students ap]n;arupon the rollstor 
six or eitriit sessions togotiicr. Until very lately tlie lunds of 
this seminary would not allow the ho, rd to exercise any con- 
trOvUl over the wishes or determinations of western youth. 
They have heretofore been obliged to enjoin it upon tliep' 
professors, so tore.guiatc llieir lectures and adjust the classes, 
as to ■'ive to western youth, a full course ol insiniction with¬ 
in the compass of a single year, hrom tiiis singic fact it 
will readily be seen, that semiiuiries wliieii boast iilist oi an 
Imndrcd aiid twenty students attendant every session, may 
not really receive and discharge a .greater number in any loiii 
years, than is done by the Transylvauia Uni\r,rsity, w uen i 
boasts but from forty to fifty in attendunee. Tndertms head 
it ou.ght likewise to be added, that 1 hough the ciitracler and 
usefu'lness of the Transylvania University, were omiuestioii- 
ablv on the increase for a scries of years immediately pie- 
ceding the commencement of the late war, yet the ninjiher ol 
students was ueariy stationary ; because of the continually 
and rapidly iuereasin.g price of Imardiiig in the tovyn ot Tex- 
iiigton : a cause that always will operate to the injury ot the 
institution, till public wisdom and liberality, shall cemoye inl 
siscli difTiculties. by the erection and endowment of suitable 
-buildings for the aecommodation of the students. This cause 
has operated in Kentucky, with the more deadly effect on ac¬ 
count of the SHCcedaneum for a college education turnisheil 
bv the umnernus academies dispersed throughout the state ; 
above thirty of which are known in the records of your hon¬ 
orable lionsc as the ohjegts of your liberality. ' ■ 

Whether it be a scheme favorable to the interests ot general 
literature, or beneficial to the students who are reared tile’s® 
r.eadeniics, it is not for tho board to say 5 but they tliink it 
risrhtto suggest, that conecntralion of capital is as often ben- 























cficial aa concentration of genius or combination of cftbi’t, 
amltbat such an extensive location of public seminaries, will 
always thin the ranks of any.university, circumstanced like 
this. 

'I'iie board wiil not say that the professors of this college 
have a claim to tiiat celebrity, which has in various instances, 
produced a temporary prosperity in sister institutions. Their 
opinion on this subject, has been in part suggested, and will 
be detailed hereafter. But tiiey will venture to ask whether 
in any country, it is likely that names of tlie first rate order 
can be bouglit up at the very moderate price tliat tliis board 
liave heretofore iuul it in tlieir power to offer ? They would 
venture further respectfully t-? enquire, whether in a country 
so young as ours, in wiiieh most men are employed in making 
substantial provision for the vulgar want* of life, mere litera¬ 
ry fame, however legitiraatelyUield, and meekly hotaie, is like¬ 
ly to he a mattci- of pei inanent inheritance. 

Tiie board do not liesitate in expressing it as tlicir convic¬ 
tion, tliat the man who stands recommended by notliing moi'e 
than literary attainment, Imwever he may for the moment 
attract the eager gaae and levy the homage of multitudes, 
will ere long, be doomed to mourn liis honors prostrate in tlie 
(lust; his merits will soon be overlooked in the busy tug of 
life 5 and if the factitious props of wealth or of station, do 
not maintain his influence, those vei'y pretensions to celebri¬ 
ty, oh account of genius and learning, will he speedily called 
in question, and their hapless possessor ho doomed to take his 
stand among the reputed blockheads of the day. 

An infant seminary cannot of course derive much aid from 
tlui standing of tlinsti who have been reared within its walls. 
And this disadvantage will bo seen to he aggravated in pro- 
Jiiirtioii as the circimistances or habits of the times, may liave 
deprived them of those benelits wliieh can only he connected 
with a prolonged and highly systemic eoinise of training. The 
eourse (lursued in the Tratisylvaaia University, lias been ac¬ 
commodated to tlie public dcmatul. ft has been the aim of 
the profressors to concentrate much within a little cimijiass; 
and their short-lived efforts have been far the most part-, ex¬ 
pended on minds not well prepared by previous niariage{a£.ut. 

From the foregoing remarks it may bo readily infeied, tsi. 
That tlie age and cireuinstances of the country do not war¬ 
rant the idea that the, Transylvania University .slioohl be as 
well attended as seminaries situated iii older cmiutries, or pos¬ 
sessed of more competent eudownn-uts ; 2J, That the degree 
of celebrity being in no small measure dependent upon (he 
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pursuits and habits of the cominimity, public estimation must, 
prove a very uncertain guide, in comparing tlic just pre- 
tensions of different scminiirics ; 3d, 'I'l.utit is l.is'hly ques¬ 
tionable whether any human heina;, liowcver widely and just¬ 
ly celebrated, would be ableto sustain bis reputation for many 
years together in the west, unless furnished with means es¬ 
sentially different from those by which he mounted to mere 

literary fame. . . ^ 

If these remarks and deductions require any support, it 
may be derived with facility from two facts which the board 
will take the liberty of noticing. The first is, that several 
of those who derived from tliiseseniinary the most impoitant 
nortion of tlie literature they hoasrt,'exhibit at this moment, 
the most invl'lerate hostility to the institution and its profes¬ 
sors. Whence they have derived tlie additional light which 
inspires them with such contempt lor their alma mater, the 
board have yet to learn. They believe it would he discovered, 
on a very sliglit examination that, that same slender stock of 

learning has constituted them judges, almost infallible judges; 
which upon the assumption they make, would not entitle them 
to rank with very moderate scholars. A time there vfXi, 
in the days of Grecian learning and of IloTnaii simplicity 
and purity—when the wisest and greatest of men were known 
to cherish a tenderness for the schools of their early training, 
and to profess a veneration almost idolatrous^ for the instruc¬ 
tors of their youth. Thus did the greatest statesmen and 
heroes and philosophers of autirfiiity : But if these were feel¬ 
ings appropriate only to the golden ages of antiquity, the 
board have to regret that modern youth should doom them to 
mourn an age iron. It ought likewise to be recorded,' tiint 
much of the public opinion relative to the claims and standing 
of the university, has been taken from the decision pronounc- 
ed by' transient visitors, who were never within its walls, and 
who had thcnisolves, little or no pretensions to scientific lore. 
They may, however, have often fixed their vulgar gaze upon 
the steeple of an eastern university ; they may have contrast-, 
ed the magnificent and gigantic pile, with the homely fabric 
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honor eilhrr upon tlie discernraent or spirit of Ke?ituckians» 
thiit llicy have sutfered it to be [)laycd successfully, so often' 
and so long, ■ You ask us, sir, concerning the “standing” of ' 
the Transylvania University ; we have saiJ it is at present, 
liiimhle—vei-y low indeed. And tlic above will suggest most 
of tlic leading reasons wlicrelbrc it is so low. From the 
statements already made, the committee may see cause to 
doubt the correctness of the information which led them to 
demand in the terms of their letter, the causes of decline ira 
this institution. They again state, and appeal to their re¬ 
cords for the correctness of the statement, that till the cora- 
menceraent of the late war, there was no symptom of decline 
in the Transylvania University. That occurrence naturally, 
and no doubt properly, occupied the minds of all men. It 
attracted inaiiy students to the standard of their country ; 
and no doubt, diverted many others from academical pursuits, 
wlio had previously aspired to an academical course. The 
period has been too short, for things to revert to their accus¬ 
tomed channel; sevei-al years must elapse before other youths 
can rise in siillicient numbers to oijlitcrate the traces of this 
single cause of devastation. This, howcvci', is not by any 
means the only, or even the principal cause of decline. It 
has been an old and increasing complaint throughout the 
state, that the morals of young men are not only endangered, 
but almost infaHihly corrupted, when entrusted to the regimen 
of the Transylvania University. Sir, there was a lime when this 
complaint was Just. It was during the administration of 
those very men, who having first carelessly forfeited their 
seats in this board, now set themselves against it J or who 
having had it in their jiower to form the principles and mould 
the manners of the students, now see that power wrested from 
their hands, and eye with malignity, that scat of science, 
which they have it no longer in their power to corrupt. No¬ 
thing can afford a greater contrast than is at this moment, 
and has been for some years, exhibited between the recent 
and earlier character and eonduct of the students of this uni- 
versity. At present, the wliole town hears witness to their 
blameless and exemplary conduct. In days of yore, the ease 
was very different. Of this fact, the records of the universi¬ 
ty will themselves afford no feeble indication. 

Intimately connected witli the eaose already named, are the 
attacks made of late on the character and pretensions of one 
of tlie professors of tliis university. While tiiose causes 
were in operation which corrupted the students entrusted to 
his care, and blasted in many instances the warmest hopes of 
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piU’cnls in various quarters of tlie state ; luc rcreicna pun- 
cipal of the Ti'aiisjlvaiiia Univcj’sitj‘» is known to Imve set 
himself against tn'is ton-ent of corruption. Fame harl re- 
2 )or(cd that Lexington had organized immoral and scandalotia 
associations, knownby thenaineof “ free and easy,” andlonir 
ahaw k and scalping knife societies ; Wlielhcr such associa¬ 
tions actually did exist, or exist at this moment, the board can¬ 
not say ; for they have not been witness to the infernal orgies 
attributed to these meetiiigs. Hut certain it is, that Doctor 
7ih/t/ic gave credit to these reports, flo w as minister ot a 
coi'igrcgation; he was also princijial of a college. In both tiiese 
characters, he. fulfilled the trust committed to him, by dauiit- 
lessly cxiiosing the tendency of such associations, and labor¬ 
ing to jirevent the youth of liis several charges Irom coming 
wi'tliin the iiiHiicncc of those horrid circles. Mr. Chairman, 
it was the signal for an attack u))iin our ])rincipal. The re¬ 
sults you kiiinv. The men, by whom these results have been 
studiously promoted, may he likewise know'll to yon^ on the 
slighest enquirj'. Still, however, the hostility excited by 
these occurrences was in a measure repressed, till the period 
of a new election of professors was at hand. The excite¬ 
ment of the moment, was then conveniently increased by 
working dexterously on the, feelings of party politicians. 
The. press was enlisted ; and in the publications proceeding 
from many of these engines, no manner of regard to trufli or 
even probability, was jirescrvcd. The hoard and the profes¬ 
sors felt it far beneath them to mingle, in a strife, so iiigln- 
riously conducted. The result has been that the reports 
nassed ill a great manner iincmitradictcd ; and because nn- 










tliat tkc parlies now complainiMg of sueli a diversion of the ' 
establishment from the end originally designed, should never 
liavc thought it \yortli while to notice this obliquity, till such 
limes as the funds began to rise, into an object somewhat im- 
jmsing j and till the students who attended, began to as¬ 
sume a chaiaetcr for order and sobriety, that alh/rds no very 
flattering or creditaide confrqst to the truly notorious and 
degrading fame of fho.se ostensibly exeliisive friends of libei'- 
ty and equality. And yet. Jilr. Chaiimian. in so far as poli¬ 
tics arc concerned, it inay ajiijcar by a reference to this list, 
that the hoard have been at least, folly as anxious to conform 
their choice to the predilections of the coaiili-y, as some of 
those who are now' most oflidous in trumpeting their accusa¬ 
tions. Until certain imrposes were to be an.sw'ei-ed, the nal lire 
of which will readily appear to the committee, no difficulty 
was hinted upon the subject, though tilings moved on much 
as they do at {ircse.qt. 

On the score of religion tlie complaint is yet more palpa¬ 
bly groundless. It is_said that tlic aitn is_ to r ejider tlie insti- 
t iition a nrcsbvtei ian .‘ichool. Now sir, it so Happens that no 
more than one of the professors is of the prcshyte.i'ian church, 
eonimonly so called. The other two are of the associate re¬ 
formed. or the board of trustees no more tlian .seven arc 
presbyterians; tiiere pre two or three of the associate re¬ 
formed. Four of llicti! are episcopalians ; and a lai'gc pro¬ 
portion alliVched to no church ofany denomination whatever; 

.so accurate and so luminous arc tlie reports ujion this subject! 
No sir, it is not a fact tliat any sueli objects are pursued by 
tiii-s board. Nay, were it tlic object to rcndertlic univcr.sily a ■ 
sectarian csiablislnncnt, it is notorious that tboir seleetinh of 
professors would prove most unfriendly to such an aim. There 
is no mcmlier of tiie faculty w ho is not known to stand up the 
fixed and iicrtinatiiuiH opponent of all such scliemes and 
feelings. . But if thi.s charge be bottomed upon t^ fact, that 
the members of the board in tlieir individual capacity, are 
willing, and even solicit ions, to CMieouragc ami promote (lie 
acquisition and influence of those_great moral and religions 
principles wdiieli arc furnislicd only in the bible ; if a dispo¬ 
sition in tlie board to institute such disci])l!iie as will preserve 
the yoii'th committed to their care, from the hands of those 
harpies v.'lio strive to make shijiwrrck of llicir principles and 
habits Uitil of their parents’ holies; if tlie result of these measures 
ill the redemption of the university from the obloquy under 
whicli it iajjored, as a .seat of infidelity and cave of moral 
deatli I if these encroachments of the board on the domainy^ 
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has elicited tins answer, must tend to deepen and prolong the 
common imjiression, unless the wisdom and spirit of the le¬ 
gislature shall prompt them to look at the matter with their 
own eyes, perfectly unbiased by the clamor that has been 
raised. Should they resolve on such a step, and then pro¬ 
nouncing an independent opinion, give that o[iinion all possi- 
* ble publicity; such a measure from authority so august, would 
put down the miserable and pitiful misrepresentations now 
afloat, and in a great degree redeem the character of tlie insti¬ 
tution. 

It is,j^owevcr, necessary thit ehanps .should take place up¬ 
on the cstablishincnt itself. '^ I^lie board Jiave liifhcrtojjerniif- 
ted stmleiits to come foi-ward w.itli everj^'diffemit mepsui-e nf 
prep^l^n, and tp_,jom what classes they thongliC f;^ It is 
but right to say, that this measure lias been pursuetf much a- 
gainst the inclinations of the presiding faculty ; but the funds 
of the university and the habits of the country seemed to pre¬ 
clude any better. It has unfortunately resulted from these 
indulgencies, that the university has had the lot to sustain the 
imputation of teaching very inadequately what she never 
taugjit at all ; the ignorance of persons who studied langaii- 
ges clsewliere, has been imputed to her teachers ; and this 
shallowness of others, who only attended for such pei'iods and 
to such studies as they tlferaselvcs saw fit, has brought down 
unmerited blame in the very same manner. The board have 
some time since resolved to do away those sources of mistake, 

( They have therefore, entered up an ordinance which jirovides,^ 
that from the session cummenciiig in October 1816, no student 
shall be sufi'ered to dictate his own course, nor any ]tarent or 
guardian, iu his behalf ; but that ail shall be compelled to 
; conform to a genera! routine ])rescribod, and that none shall 
, attempt the. more advanced branches of study till masters of 
/those which precede. 

In addition to the foregning regulation, they deem it inilis-. 
pensiblc that the seminiii-y should be possessed of a principal 
who may not only relieve the other jirofessors from the bur¬ 
then of too many classes, in attending to wliieh the several re¬ 
citations must be often too much liurried ; but who, by having 
an eye over every departhieiit, may invigorate and animate 
the whole. On the ground first stated, die boqrd are. also 
desirous of obtaining a tutor to aid their profe.ssor of lan- 
girdgcs,\vbo always has had,'and always must have, too large 
a number of classes, so long as he is -likewise teaclror of tlie 
grammar school. 

, The more general regulations contemplated or desired by 











the board, together v. ilh the rciisoi’3 whieh nuliiced their aim, 
the conimittco will iiiid detailed at length in the aeeoinpaiiy- 
ing’itamphlet, and in the extract IVom a letter of the reverend- 
Doctor Roniaine; of these regnlations they will now only 
say, that were the legislature to render the institution inoie 
ostensibly a state coneern, by adding to the board the gover¬ 
nor of the State, the speakers of the two honscs ot asseinoty,, 
and the iudges of tlie court of appeals, as members ex-nffiao, 
it would no doubt be of great service to the institution. An 
appropriation in aid of the erection of suitable buildings would 
be of great use, not merely in j,)self, bntas affording a^iower- 
fill second to the appcjii^ liic byard have iiuuio ule. paolie 

''^Finaljiy, it is important that persons connected or hereafter ^ 
to be connected witli tliis institiilion. that the people ot Ren- 
tnekv, and that individuals and states at a considerahle dis¬ 
tance, may severally he furnished with adequate security 
against the disorder and disorganization altenipled or threat- 
lied bv combinations of men ill intentioned or ill informed; the 
wisiUiiii and firmness of the legislature itself will always in¬ 
terpose a sufiicient guard. , •i- 

If the best concerted sclicines may be blasted in an hoitr, il 
the most disinterested services arc only rrfiuitcd with oblo- 
niiy, if talents arc to be overlooked, industry undervalued, 
and fidelity reproached, at the instance of every factious and 
immoral conspirator against'the good faitii and good order 
of tiio comniiinity ; then tlie Imard can recommend no ineas- 
aircs by which tlie wisdom and wealth of the whole weSteiii 
country, might succeed in warding off the disastrous, but 

legitimate consequences. _ 

With these roraarks,,tlie board will snlnnit tlie niatte.r to 
the decision of the coniinittee ; and tor any further detail that 
to their wisdom may'seem needful, tliey would respeetfulir 
refer them to the members of the committee charged with the 
delivery of this report.

Leaving the funds of the institution really wortli 23,762 ro 7 „ 
at the time it was turned over from the agent, so far as is yet^ 
known, except there should be some demands against the in¬ 
stitution, which have not made their appearance, and which j 
would also tend to lessen the actual value of the institution, 
as it at that time appeared. 

'Your committee are not disposed to believe that the agent 
defrauded the institution out of the defalcations before men¬ 
tioned, or applied the money to other than the uses of the in- 
stitution; but would rather believe,-that the incorrect invento¬ 
ries of debts due to and from the institution, so made out ' 
by him, was owing to carelessness, inattention and the imper¬ 
fect manner in which the books were kept: They are induc¬ 
ed to this opinion from the very general, very good character 
and reputation of that agent. 

Your committee will here also remark, that under the re¬ 
gulations of the last session, and the manner in which the 
books and accounts arc now kept, they feel satisfied that no 
deficit in the accounts can hereafter appear witliout the sur¬ 
est responsibility.
